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PREFACE. 


^T  the  annual  congregational  nuctings  of  Hast 
and  West  Pnslinch  Churches,  held  in  January', 
1899,  the  observance,  in  some  formal  way,  of  the  GOth 
anniversary'  of  the  organization  of  the  congregations 
was  recommended.  Committees  were  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  W.  Robertson,  with 
Messrs.  Jas.  E.  McLean,  Geo.  J.  Meldrum,  Daniel  Mc- 
Farlane,  and  Daniel  AIcNaughton,  from  Duff's  Church, 
and  Messrs.  Wm.  McCormick,  jr.,  Allan  Stewart,  and 
Angus  Stewart,  from  Knox  Church.  The  committees, 
on  meeting,  appointed  the  pastor  chairman,  and  Mr. 
McXaughton  secretcir\'.  Their  plan  of  observance, 
when  submitted,  was  approved  by  the  congregations. 
The  preparation  of  a  souvenir  volume  was  considered 
expedient.  The  pastor,  on  being  requested  to  prepare 
the  volume,  agreed  to  do  so,  if  the  joint  committee 
w^ould  assist  in  providing  and  selecting  the  material ; 
and,  approving  of  the  contents,  would  share  the  respon- 
sibility^ of  what  v%'as  published.  This  they  agreed  to  do, 
and  in  issuing  it,  they  believe  it  will  help  to  preserve  in 
sacred  memor}'  the  worthy  pioneers  who  laid  the 
foundations  of  Presbytenanism  in  Puslinch,  and  hope 
it  may  stimulate  their  successors  to  noble  efforts  in 
promoting  the  prosperity  of  the  spiritual  heritage  with 
which  the  Master  has  intrusted  them. 
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PRESBYTERIANISM  IN   PUSLINCH. 


CHAPTER  I. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  PASTORATE  OF  THE 
KEV.   MR.   MELDRUM. 

UNTIL  about  the  year  1830  the  Township  of  Pus- 
Hnch  was  ahnost  an  unbroken  forest.  Then  a 
few  settlers  estabHshed  primitive  homes  and  began  lay- 
ing the  foundations  of  future  prosperity.  In  1834,  Mr. 
Thomas  Wardrope,  a  licentiate  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land, who  had  for  many  years  been  parish  school- 
master at  Lady  Kirk,  in  Berwickshire,  settled  with  his 
family  on  lot  35,  concession  9.  It  was  not  long  till 
the  people  began  to  have  religious  services  in  houses, 
barns,  and  in  the  open  air;  conducted  chiefly  by  Mr. 
W  ardrope,  and  by  others,  as  occasion  offered.  Soon 
the  iinmber  of  settlers  had  so  greatly  increased  that 
hopes  were  entertained  of  having  a  church  property. 
Accordingly,  a  large  jjctition  was  presented  by  the 
Presbyterians  to  the  Crown  Lands  Department,  for  a 
grant  of  land  to  be  set  apart  for  religious  and  educa- 
tional purposes.  This  jjctition  was  graciously  granted, 
and  the  front  h^df  of  lot  28,  concession  8,  was  reserved 
as  the  property-  of  the  Presbyterians  of  Puslinch. 

These  [)ioneers,  who  had  enjoyed  great  religious 
privileges  in  their  native  land,  and  were  inspired  by 
religious  ambition  to  worship  the  God  of  their  Fathers, 
now  e  itered  enthusiastically  upon  the  work  of  erecting 
a  church.  Without  the  counsel  of  an  architect,  the  wis- 
dom of  the  times  decided  upon  the  erection  of  a  log

church.  Messrs.  Malcohii  McNaughton  and  Alexander 
McLean,  who  are  still  with  ns,  built  two  of  the  corners. 
The  unpretentious  church  was  soon  c()m])leted,  and, 
thou*^h  rude  in  structure,  was  in  perfect  harmony  with 
primitive  surroimdings,  and  was  indeed  a  temple  of  the 
Lord,  where,  for  years,  God's  faithful  ones  worshipped 
Him  in  sincerity  and  in  truth.  With  similarly  con- 
certed action,  an  acre  of  ground  was  cleared  aroimd  the 
church,  to  be  the  sacred  resting  place  of  their  de])arted 
dead.  Having  now  a  church  property  and  church 
building,  with  a  considerable  ])oi)ulation  nearly  all 
Pres1)yterian,the  desire  for  regular  church  organization 
and  a  permanent  ministry  became  general.  Applica- 
tion was  made  to  the  Presbytery  of  Hamilton,  then 
extending  from  Lake  Erie  to  the  Georgian  Bay,  for 
organization  as  a  congregation,  with  the  view  of  ob- 

^ij  taining  a  minister  of  the  G(>s])el.     This  re(iuest  was 

granted,  and  organization  effected  in  the  regular  way; 
but  we  have  found  no  one  who  can  remember  the  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  this  imj^ortant  event.  The 
.  congregation  now  earnestly  looked  for  a  })astor  to  be 

ji'i  settled  over  them  ;  Imt  ministers  were  few  and  the  fields 

II  many  and  needy.

,);  course,     ccommended    him ;    and    through   the  willing 

III  assistance  of  the   Rev.   John    Baync,  afterwards    Dr. 

Bayne,  minister  in  Gait,  the  elders,  Messrs.  Peter  Mc- 
Naughton  and  Neil  McPhatter,  sent  him  a  petition  to 
come  to  be  their  minister,  Mr.  Aleldrum  was  not  un- 
mindful of  their  in'gent  invitation,  juul  hailed  the  o])por- 
tunity  of  crossing  the  ocean  to  begin  his  ministerial 
labors     among    a     ])e()ple    ])()ssessing    tliose    sterling 
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(jualities  so  prophetic  of  <2:reat  and  L^orious  possibilities. 
Mrs.  Kenneth  McKenzie,  then  Miss  Christina  Cameron, 
being  present  at  the  first  service  conducted  b^^  Mr.- 
Meldrum  in  PusHnch  church,  remembers  that  his  text- 
was  I  Cor.  2:  2,  ''Oir  chuir  mi  romhan  gun  colas  a 
ghabhail  air  ni  sam  ])ith  'nur  measg,  ach  air  losa 
Cricsd,agtis  esan  air  a  cheusadh." 

The  Session  Records  until  after  the  Disruption 
arc  not  preserved,  so,  for  the  history  of  the  first 
five  years  we  are  dependent  upon  a  short  historical 
sketch,  which,  b\'  resolution  of  Session,  was  incor- 
])orate(l  in  the  permanent  records  of  1845,  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms  : — "  The  Kirk  Session  of  the  Puslinch 
comj^reu^aticm  in  connexion  with  the  Presbvterian 
Church  of  Canada,  being  met  was  constituted  with 
prater.  Sederunt. — The  Kev.  \Vm.  Meldrum,  Modera- 
tor, and  Messrs.  Peter  McNaughton,  Neil  McPhatter, 
Roderick  Cameron,  CiilHes  McBean,  John  McDiarmid, 
Alexander  McKenzie,  and  Lauchlan  Kennedy,  elders. 
Inter  nlin, — It  was  moved  and  unanimously  agreed  to, 
thiit,  as  it  may  aj^pear  satisfactory  and  interesting 
to  the  congregaticm  in  time  to  come,  it  is  expedient  to 
record: — "That  the  congreg«ation  was  organized  in  the 
year  1839.  when  one  elder  was  inducted  and  another 
ordained.  That  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Su])per 
was  dispensed  that  year  by  Mr.  Smith,  then  minister  of 
the  gospel  in  Guelph,  and  Mr.  Ferguson,  of  Es([uesing, 
when  as  a])])eareth  from  the  Communion  Roll  the  num- 
ber of  communicants  was  81.  That  during  the  summer 
and  harvest  of  that  vear,  the  congregation  was  ])rinci- 
j)ally  supplied  with  the  means  of  grace  l)v  the  Rev. 
Thomas    Wardrope,   a    licentiate    of    the    Church    of 
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Scotland,  residin<i^  in  the  neighborhood,  and  In'  others 
occasionally ;  till,  in  the  month  of  November,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recjuest  of  the  congregation  and  in 
obedience  to  their  call,  their  present  pastor  came  from 
Scotland,  then  a  licentiate  of  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
who,  at  the  imanimoiis  call  of  the  congregation  and  in 
their  ])resence,  was  ordained  to  be  their  minister  by  the 
Presbyter\'  of  Hamilton,  on  the  11th  day  of  March,  in 
the  year  1840.  That  ])revious  to  the  dispensation  of 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  the  congregation  in  1840,  it  was 
agreed  to  by  the  Session  that,  in  as  far  as  possible,  that 
solemn  ordinance  should  be  dispensed  in  future  among 
the  congregation  annually  on  the  third  Sabbath  of 
June,  which,  it  may  be  remarked,  has  been  observed 
hitherto.  That  before  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's 
Sup])er  in  1841,  two  additional  elders  were  ordained, 
and  other  four  before  its  celebration  in  1842  ;  and  that 
from  June,  1840,  to  June,  1844,  inclusive,  the  average 
yearly  increase  of  the  communicants  was  eighteen,  of 
whom  ten  were  received  by  the  Session  into  church 
fellowship  b^'  certificate  and  eight  by  examination. 
Resolved,  also,  that  the  Session  do  continue  to  hold 
their  monthly  prayer  meeting,  as  formerly,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  ever\'  month  ;  and  that  as  formerly,  all 
Sessional  buvsiness  shall  be  transacted  after  the  prayer 
meeting  is  closed,  that  in  as  far  as  possible  Sessi*  nal 
business  may  not  interfere  with  the  sanctity  and  other 
solemn  duties  of  the  Lord's  day."  From  other  inci- 
dental references  in  the  Session  records,  and  through 
information  received  from  those  still  living,  it  is  l)c- 
lieved  that  Mr.  Peter  McNaughton,  of  East  Puslinch,« 
who  was  an  elder  in  Scotland,  was  the  one  inducted  at 
the  organization  of  the  congregation,  and  that  Mr.  Neil 
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AicPhatter,  of  the  west  ])art  of  the  township,  was  the 
one  ordained  and  indueted  then.  The  order  in  which 
the  other  members  of  Session  were  called  to  the  ofHee 
cannot  be  ascertained.  In  addition  to  the  seven  whose 
names  are  mentioned,  Mr.  Archibald  Watson  was 
ordained,  and  served  in  that  ca])aeity  until,  reaHzin^  a 
preference  for  the  doctrines  of  another  denomination, 
his  official  relationship  to  the  conu^regation  necessarily 
terminated.  Tradition  declares  that  excc])tion  was 
taken  to  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Lanchlan  Kennedy,  as 
he  was  then  unmarried  ;  and  it  was  (juoted  :  "  an  elder 
must  be  the  hdsband  of  one  wife."  The  pastor  is 
reported  to  have  suggested  that  another  interpretation 
of  this  passage  was  possible.  Mr.  Kenned \'  was,  how- 
ever, ordained,  and  the  doubts  vanished,  as  he  soon 
entered  the  more  blessed  state,  and  became  duly 
(|ualified. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  congregation, 
many  of  the  extreme  west  thought  a  church  might  be 
built  in  their  neighborhood  for  convenience.  The  pro- 
posal seemed  feasible,  and  willing  efl'orts  were  put  forth. 
Mr.  Neil  McPhatter  gave  the  site  on  the  front  ludf  of  lot 
15,  concession  1.  The  strong  men  met  to  erect  the  log 
church  and  Messrs.  Matthew  McPhatter,  his  brother 
James,  Archibald  McCormick,  and  Xeil  Thom])son 
built  the  four  corners.  Whatever  hnnber  was  used  was 
cut  b\'  a  whip-saw,  the  logs  being  rolled  over  a  j)it  ; 
then  with  one  man  above  and  oric  below,  a  drag-saw 
was  o])erated  from  end  to  end  of  the  log.  The  church 
was  com])leted  and  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  God  in 
the  year  1S40.  These  were  not  the  days  of  luxury  and 
convenience,  but  were  times  of  courage  and  concjuering 
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hope,  and  for  fourteen  years  in  this  hoh-  temple,  made 
of  rude  material,  God  met  His  true  worshippers  and 
blessed  them  with  His  presence. 

The  PrCvSln'terians  of  Canada  early  realized  the 
necessity  of  having  a  college  for  the  training  of  a  native 
ministry.  As  early  as  1S32,  the  Church  of  Scotland 
Synod  appointed  a  committee  "to  prepare  an  humble 
memorial  to  His  Alajesty,  craving  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment to  endow,  without  delay,  an  Institution  or  Pro- 
fessorshi])s,  for  the  education  and  training  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry  in  connection  with  the  S\'nod." 
For  several  years  in  succession  similar  resolutions  were 
adopted  ;  but  as  the  Government  was  influenced  in  the 
Legislative  and  P2xecutive  Councils  very  largely  by  an 
exclusive  Episcoi)alian  oligarchy,  no  assistance  could  be 
obtained.  Becoming  resolute  through  continuous  dis- 
ai)p()intments,  and  encouraged  1)3'  promises  of  assist- 
ance from  the  parent  church,  the  S3'nod  determined  to 
establish  a  college  independent  of  Government  aid.  An 
appeal  was  made  to  the  Presbyterians  of  the  two  Pro- 
vinces, and  great  enthusiasm  was  awakened.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Bayne  visited  the  congregation  in  the  interests  of 
the  proposed  college  on  a  week  da\\  A  large  congrega- 
tion was  ])resent,  who  were  deeph'  moved  by  the  claims 
of  college  interests  as  presented  in  the  forceful  elocjuence 
of  the  speaker.  At  the  close  of  the  service  a  subscrip- 
tion list  was  opened,  and  many  went  forward  and  sub- 
scribed, in  tndy  primitive  liberality,  the  sum  often  shil- 
lings each,  ])ayal)le  in  five  annual  instalments.  Others, 
in  Icvsser  amounts,  contributed  according  to  their 
ability.  Dr.  Bayne  ex])ressed  himself  as  greatly  ])leavSed 
with  their  interest  and  liberality.      All  were  delighted 
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with  the  address  of  Dr.  Bayne,  but  especially  one  yount^: 
man,  Thomas  Wardrope,  now  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wardrope, 
felt  that,  as  the  possibilities  of  a  college  were  i)resented, 
there  was  a  message  to  him  different  from  and  more 
than  to  any  other  one  present.  As  he  listened  with 
breathless  interest,  he  beheld  in  mental  vision  the  i)ro- 
bability  of  an  educational  trriining  within  its  walls; 
and  the  ins])iring  peroration  of  the  speaker  was  accom- 
])anied  with  the  yoimg  man's  resolution  that,  by  the 
grace  and  help  of  the  Lord,  he  would  be  at  that  college 
on  the  day  of  its  o]3ening.  To  Mr.  Wardrope's  great 
delight,  he  was  enabled  to  carry  out  his  resolution. 

The  college  Wcis  opened  at  an  abnormal  season,  in 
the  month  of  March,  when  there  was  no  navigation  and 
no  sleighing.  He,  with  two  fellow  students,  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Peter  Idington,  who  drove  them  all  the 
wa\^  to  Kingston  in  a  farm  wagon.  Their  trunks  were 
their  only  vSeats,  and  if  tired  they  were  unconscious  of 
it.  The  college,  ever  since  designated  "Queen's  Col- 
lege," was  formally  opened  for  the  reception  of  students 
on  the  7th  of  Alarch,  1842,  and  ruslinch  congregation 
has  the  honor  of  contributing  one  of  her  members  to 
the  first  classes  for  the  academical  training  of  Presby- 
terian ministers  in  this  country.  Others  followed  Dr. 
Wardr()])e  in  the  holy  ambition  to  be  ministers  of  the 
GosiK'l,  and  East  and  West  Puslinch  have  an  honored 
roll  of  worthies,  upon  whom  they  look  with  pardon- 
able pride. 

In  the  year  1843  the  Disru]ition  took  ])lacc  in  the 
Church  of  vScotland,  and  the  influence  of  that  terrible 
convulsion  crossed  the  seas  and  reached  PrCvSbyterianism 
in  other  lands.     Representatives  of  both  parties  visited 
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Canada  and  created  intense  excitement  through  the 
elo(|uent  and  vehement  defences  of  the  principles  and 
mictions  they  res])ectively  re])resented.  The  ptd)Hc  press 
joined  vi^^orouslyin  the  discussions,  and  Presbyterianism 
1)ecame  so  inflamed  that  when  the  Synod  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church 
of  Scotland  met  in  1844  at  Kingston,  all  were  fully 
aroused  to  participate  in  a  remarkable  conflict  in 
defence  of  ])rincij)lcs  and  sympathies  of  supreme  im])ort- 
ance.  The  momentous  cpiestions  were  debated  at  great 
length,  with  great  ability,  with  language  most  vigorous, 
and  with  interest  most  intense.  A  series  of  resolutions, 
I  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  of  Quebec,  seconded  by  Mr. 

Oeorire,  with  an  amendment  of  resolutions  bv  the  Rev. 

If  I  John  Bayne,  of  Gait,   seconded  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gale,  of 

If  I  Hamilton,   brought  the  Synod  to  a  decisive  vote.     The 

;!  I  I  motion  of  Dr.  Cook  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  lifty-six  to 

forty.  On  the  following  day  Mr.  Bayne,  on  behalf  of 
himself  and  others,  among  whom  was  Mr.  Meldrum, 
laid  on  the  table  their  reasons  of  dissent  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Synod,  and  their  protest  declaring  they 
could  no  longer  hold  oftice  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland. 
After  fruitless  attcm])ts  at  reconciliation,  the  dissenting 
party  organized  themselves  as  ^i  Synod,  assuming  the 
name  of  "  The  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Canada,"  but  which  was  usually  called  "The  Synod  of 
the  Free  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada."  We  must 
ever  revere  the  memory  of  those  who  seceded  from  the 
])arent  church  for  their  zeal  for  the  glory  of  Christ  the 
Head  of  His  church,  and  the  Spiritual  inde]3endence  of 
the  members,  and  for  their  courageous  fidelity  to  their 
convictions  ;  but  looking  back  over  half  a  century   in

the  union  spirit  of  Christian  sympathy,  we  cannot  fully 
realize,  as  they  did,  the  necessity  of  such  division  ;  and 
we  rejoice  that  many  who  were  then  prominent  in 
effecting  a  separation  lived  to  be  helpful  in  effecting  a 
union  of  the  divided  Presbyterians  in  1875,  and  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  wonderful  blessings  of  peace  the  united 
church  has  since  enjoyed. 

The  ministers  and  representative  elders  who  had 
organized  themselves  as  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada,  now  presented  the  matter  to  their 
congregations  ;  and  in  regard  to  Puslinch,  the  results 
of  conference  are  embodied  in  the  minutes  of  Session 
with  the  date  of  the  14th  of  July,  1844.  Mr.  Meldrum 
was  Session  Clerk,  as  well  as  Moderator,  and  has  re- 
corded in  unmistakable  language  the  uncompromising 
spirit  of  himself,  the  elders,  and  members,  who  were 
enthusiastically  united  in  separation  from  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  and  in  the  reorganization  of  the  congregation 
in  connection  with  the  new  Synod.  The  minute  of  Ses- 
sion in  regard  to  this  important  event  is  of  great 
historic  interest,  and  is  as  follows  : — 

"  The  Session  having  considered  that  the  congrega- 
tion on  the  17th  day  of  June  last,  being  the  Thanks- 
giving Day  after  the  dispensation  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
in  this  place,  had  expressed  their  anxiety  of  being  no 
longer  identified  with  the  Established  Church  of  Scot- 
land by  the  continuance  of  the  unnecessary  and  un- 
meaning appendage  to  the  designation  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  of  Canada  "in  connexion  with  the  Estab- 
lished Church  of  Scotland,"  because  she,  the  Established 
Church  of  Scotland,  hath  sold  her  birth-right,  and  be- 
come so  low  and  despicable  as  not  tv^  hold  Christ  as  her 
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Head,  as  her  actions  do  clearh^  prove,  though  her 
language  at  times  denies  it.  The  Session  having  also 
considered  that  the  congregation,  after  hearing,  as  they 
have  done  this  da\',  of  the  steps  which  have  been  taken, 
jij  |i  and  the  measures  adopted  by  the  Protesting  Part\'  of 

If  the  Synod  of  the   Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada,   in 

connexion  with  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  now 
designated  "  The  S\'nod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada "  did  cordially  approve  of  the  same,  and 
expressed  their  willingness  to  become  part  and  parcel 
of  said  church.    It  was  moved,  and  unanimously  agreed

hereby  do,  their  gratitude  to  God  for  the  united  and 
;u!  harmonious  testimony  which  the  congregation,   with-

,l[[  sins  of  the   Established  Church  of  Scotland,   and  the 

;[;|t  agreeable  and  cheerful  manner  in  which  they  have  ex- 

pressed their  willingness  to  be  identified  with  the  Pres- 
b\'terian  Church  of  Canada,  but  more  especially  for 
their  expressed  attachment  to  the  crown  rights  of  the 
Redeemer,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  alone  Sovereign 
and  sole  Head  of  His  church."

The  congregation  by  their  secession  had  volun- 
tarily forfeited  their  right  to  the  church  property ;  but 
as  there  was  no  one  to  take  exception,  so  complete  was 
the  unanimity  of  sentiment,  they  continued  to  use  the 
church  and  property  without  interruption  for  a  number 
of  years. 

The  Free  Church  S^nod,  having  forfeited  Govern- 
ment aid  by  renouncing  all  connection  with  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  and  her  claim  to  a  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Clergy  Reserves  not  being  honored,  proceeded  to  jon- 
sider  means  of  supporting  her  own  ministry.  Resolu- 
tions were  framed  b\'  the  Synod  in  reference  to  a  Sus- 
tentation    Fund,     and    pro])er    attention    to  financial 
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affairs  through  the  institution  of  a  Deacons'  Court  in 
every  congregation.  These  were  brought  before  the 
congregation  on  the  1st  of  January,  1845,  and  the  Ses- 
sion records  their  action  in  the  foUow^ing  sentences  : — 

"  The  Session  having  heard  and  considered  the  con- 
flicting views  of  the  congregation  anent  the  Sustenta- 
tion  Fund  scheme  and  some  of  its  accompaniments, 
such  as  the  power  conferred  on  the  Deacons'  Court  over 
the  congregations,  and  the  individuals  proposed  to 
hold  some  prominence  and  to  have  special  influence  in 
its  sederunts,  as  the  minister  and  elders  of  every  congre- 
gation, &c.,  deem  it  inadvisable,  for  the  present,  to 
j)ress  the  adoption  of  said  scheme  an^^  further  on  the 
congregation,  fearing  it  might  be  the  means  of  sowing 
discord  among  them,  and  thus  weaken  the  cause  that 
requires  to  be  strengthened  and  nourished.  But  when 
the  Session  regret  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  said 
scheme  are  such  as  to  meet  the  disapprobation  of  any 
congregation,  they  do  hope  that  it  may  be  so  altered  or 
amended  as  to  meet  the  cordial  approval  not  only  of 
the  congregations  that  now  belong  to  our  infant 
church  but  of  all  the  congregations  that  will  in  time 
to  come  rally  round  the  standard  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Canada.  Resolved  also,  that  the  Session  do 
record  their  approbation  of  the  readiness  with  which 
the  congregation,  though  o]3posed  to  the  presentK^  pro- 
posed Sustentation  Fund  scheme,  have  expressed  their 
willingness  to  contribute  for  the  support  of  weak  con- 
gregations, and  the  unanimity  with  which  the^-  have 
renewed  their  former  declaration  of  adherence  to  the 
Presbvtcrian  f         ch  of  Canada." 
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The  action  of  this  congregation  was  similar  to 
most  of  the  congregations  of  the  Synod,  for  we  find  in 
1849  "  the  Synod  was  constrained  to  record  its  deep 
regret  that  the  resolutions  adopted  had  not  been 
carried  into  effect,  except  by  a  few  congregations,  and 
that  it  was  evident  that  the  church  as  a  whole  was  not 
prepared  to  sustain  a  general  scheme  for  providing  for 
the  support  of  the  ministry-."  Each  congregation  was 
thus  left  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  supporting 
ordinances  from  its  own  resources. 

Christmas  Day,  1845,  was  an  eventful  day,  as  it 
records  the  happy  marriage  of  Mr.  Meldrum  to  Miss 
Anna  McLean,  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  Peter 
McLean,  Badenoch,  which  relationship  has  been 
crowned  with  ver^^  man\^  great  family  blessings,  and 
brought  the  pastor  into  very  intimate  and  enduring 
association  with  a  large  and  prominent  portion  of  the 
congregation. 

The  Session  desiring  to  utilize  the  services  of  Messrs. 
Angus  McPherson  and  Hugh  Rutherford,  who  had 
been  ordained  elders  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland, 
recommended  them  to  a  congregational  meeting,  and 
no  objection  being  made,  they  were  regularly  inducted 
into  the  office  of  the  eldership,  in  the  presence  of  the 
congregation,  on  the  23rd  day  of  February,  1847. 

;  The   Session   Records  were  first  examined    by   the

The  question  of  having  a  Deacons' Court  was  again 
considered  b^^  the  Session,  and  the  records  of  the  7th  of 
May,  1851,  contain  the  following  minute:  '*  It  was 
then  moved  and  agreed  to,  that,  for  the  better  regula- 
tion of  the  congregation,  in  so  far  as  temporalities  are 
concerned,  the  minister  shall  take  an  opportunity  of 
once  more  addressing  the  congregation  respecting  the 
desirableness  and  necessity  of  choosing  from  among 
themselves  seven  men  at  least,  that  may  be  ordained 
as  deacons,  to  take  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
congregation  instead  of  the  former  managers."  The 
Moderator,  according  to  appointment,  presented  the 
proposition  to  the  congregation,  and  the  treatment  it 
received  is  recorded  in  characteristic  language:  "Not- 
withstanding the  earnest  appeal  of  the  Moderator,  and 
the  cordial  sanction  of  the  elders,  the  congregation, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  would  not  agree  to  have  such 
a  Court  ordained  among  them,  being  afraid  that  they 
would  have  too  much  power  and  authority  over  them- 
selves, and  that  they  would  not  yield  to  their  requests, 
nor  be  responsible  to  them  in  particular  for  the  trans- 
action of  their  business  in  their  Deacons'  capacity. 
Whereupon,  the  Session  agreed  to  urge  the  case  no 
further  for  the  present,  trusting  that,  by  and  by,  the 
congregation  may  be  led  to  see  their  error,  in  having  a 
Board  of  Managers,  the  invention  of  men,  serving  in 
the  Church  of  Christ,  instead  of  a  Court  of  ordained 
Deacons,  the  institution  of  the  Holv  Ghost."    Whatever 
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may  be  the  Scripture  authority  for  a  Deacons'  Court  in 
contradistinction  to  a  Board  of  Management,  and  the 
relative  merits  of  these  instrumentaHties  for  financial 
prosperity,  these  congregations  have  never  approved  of 
ordaining  men  to  serve  a  life-term  upon  a  financial 
Boc^rd ;  but  have  ever  entrusted  their  financial  affairs 
to  collectors,  special  committees,  trustees,  or  managers 
elected  by  the  members  at  the  annual  congregational 
meetings  to  hold  office  only  for  a  specified  time. 

It  is  of  historic  interest  to  notice  the  extreme  cau- 
tion and  conscientious  suspicion  of  the  Session  towards 
applicants  from  the  Church  of  Scotland  desiring  to 
unite  with  the  Free  Church  of  Canada.  At  the  meeting 
of  Session  in  October,   1851,    "Mr.  McPhatter  stated 

that  Archibald ,  lately  from  Scotland,   was 

anxious  to  be  received  into  congregational  fellowship, 
and  appearing  before  the  Session  presented  a  certificate 
of  church  fellowship  with  the  Established  Church  of 
Scotland  ;  and  having  been  interrogated,  as  is  invariably 
done  by  the  Session  in  such  cases,  why  he  w^as  now  for- 
saking the  fellowship  to  which  he  adhered  so  long  after 
the  Disruption,  he  simply  replied  that  it  was  from  the 
fear  of  man  which  bringeth  a  snare,  more  than  from 
choice,  he  continued  there,  and  that  he  was  now  glad 
to  be  relieved  of  the  bondage.  Having  been  strictly 
examined  respecting  his  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  the  alone  Head  of  His  Church,  and  His  spiritual 
Head  in  particular,  his  answers  were  such  as  to  induce 
the  Session  with  cordialit\'  to  grant  him  his  request, 
and  ordered  his  name,  and  that  of  his  wife,  who  fully 
acquiesced  in  his  confession,  to  be  added  to  the  Com- 
munion Roll." 
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The  sacred  reverence  for  the  ])r()|)er  ohsL'rvatice  of 
the  Sal)bath  and  the  entire  inieonsciousness  of  modern 
tem]K'ranee  views  are  presented  in  the  folio wini^  incident: 

"The  Moderator  stated   that   Donald had 

been  ap])lying  for  baptism  to  his  child  ;  and  that  dnrin«i; 
his  (the  Moderator's)  conversation  with  him  respect- 
inij:  his  ai)plieation,  he  came  to  understand  that  the 
applicant  was  a  professed  trans<^ressor  of  the  Lord's 
day,  inasmuch  as  he  was  a  professed  maltniakcr.  I\)r, 
according  to  his  own  declaration,  malt,  to  the  extent  in 
which  he  was  ensj^aged,  cannot  be  made  without  violat- 
ing the  Lord's  day.  Therefore,  it  became  the  duty  of 
the  Session  to  consider  whether  they  woidd  sanction 
the  continuance  of  either  of  the  sacraments  of  the  New 
Testament  to  such  a  presimiptuous  violator  of  the  law 
of  God.  Whereupon,  he  was  called  to  ajjpear  before  the 
Session,  and  after  much  reasoning  with  him  res])ecting 
the  inconsistency  of  his  profession  as  a  Christian,  and 
his  ])ractice  as  a  breaker  of  the  fourth  commandment, 
he  was  told  in  very  solemn  manner,  that  until  he  should 
at  least  confess  his  guilt,  and  condemn  his  former  ])rac- 
tice,  and  ])romise  for  the  future  to  forsake  his  wncked 
ways,  and  to  attend  u])on  the  private  and  ])ul)lic  means 
of  grace  with  his  family,  they  could  not  consider  him 
but  as  an  enemy  to  Christianity,  and  consecpiently 
must  refuvse  him  the  precious  privileges  of  Christ's 
followers." 

The   Session   records  in   Sei)tend)er,    1S52,  that  in  ' 
considering  the  roll  "no  known  change  had  taken  place 
among  the  communicants  since  the  roll  was  ])urgcd  in 
last  June,  with  the  exception  of  the  lamented  death  of 
Mr.  Peter  McNaughton,  the  oldest  member  of  Session, 
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Mr.  McNaii^htonwasboni  in  Perthshire,  Scotlaiul.  He, 
and  his  family  ean  indeed  be  regarded  anion^  the 
])i()neers  who  endured  the  trials  and  ])rivations  of  the 
nev/  settlement  in  the  early  thirties.  He  was  reared 
amid  the  stronfj:  reii.a^ious  inflnenees  of  his  native  land; 
and,  early  manifestinij^  an  earnest,  active  interest  in  the 
religious  life  of  the  congregation  with  which  he  was 
connected,  he  was  called,  ordained,  and  inducted  to  the 
office  of  the  eldership.  Coming  to  this  country,  his  i)ro- 
nounced  Christian  character  soon  became  known ;  he 
gladly  opened  his  house  for  pid)lic  worship  when  o])])()r- 
tunity  offered ;  he  took  so  prominent  a  part  in  religious 
work,  that  at  the  organization  of  the  congregation  he 
was  inducted  its  first  elder.  He  was  a  kind,  hund)le, 
courageous  servant  of  the  Lord  ;  and,  after  serving  as 
an  elder  here  for  thirteen  years,  was  called  to  higher 
service  above  on  the  18th  of  June,  1852,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  74  years. 

The  following  kindly  reference  to  one,  who,  not- 
withstanding his  great  age  and  physical  infirmities  of 
many  years,  is  still  with  us,  should  be  noted.  In  April, 
1853,  the  Session  records:  "The  Moderator  mentioned 
that  Charles  Blair  had  been  api)lying  for  a  certificate  of 
character,  having  in  view  to  visit  his  native  land  for 
the  benefit  of  his  delicate  health.  The  Session,  in  agree- 
ing to  grant  his  recjuest,  expressed  their  regret,  that  the 
health  of  a  member  so  devoted  to  the  cause  of  the  Re- 
deemer, and  so  useful  as  a  Sabbath  School  teacher,  as 
Mr.  Blair  has  been,  should  recjuire  him  to  leave  them 
for  a  season,  but  at  the  same  time,  hoped  and  wished, 
that  He  alone  who  can  wound  and  heal  will  accompany 
him,  and  having  soon  restored  his  health,  restore  him 
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a^ain  to  them  refreshed  and  strengthened  in  soul  and 
body  to  fi^ht  the  ^ood  fi^ht  of  faith." 

The  last  meeting  of  Session,  with  Mr.  Aleldrinn  as 
Moderator  and  Session  Clerk,  was  held  on  the  5th  of 
November,  1858.  Soon  afterwards  he  resigned,  having 
been  the  ])ioneer  pastor  for  fourteen  years.  He  entered 
symi)athetically  into  the  struggles  of  the  early  settlers, 
and  took  a  eonspicuous  part  in  laying  the  fomidations 
of  Presbyterianism  in  their  midst.  With  the  courage  of 
a  brave  heart,  and  by  an  vnicompromising  fidelity  to 
what  he  believed  to  be  right,  he,  as  a  true  ea])tain  of  the 
Lord's  hosts,  led  the  ])eoi)le  on  to  many  n  victory  dur- 
inir  the  earlv  vears  of  their  critical  historv. 
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CHAPTER   II. 

PASTORATE  OF  THE   REV.   ALEXANDER   MCLEAN. 

SOON  after  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Mcklruni,  the  Bast 
Piishneh  eonij^reijration  was  foreed  to  face  a  very 
^rave  difficulty.  At  the  time  of  the  secession  from  the 
Church  of  Scotland  no  one  in  connection  with  the  con- 
gregation remained  connected  with  the  parent  church, 
so  no  one  could  take  exce]:)tion  to  the  occupancy  of  the 
church  and  property  by  the  new  organization;but,  in  the 
course  of  a  few  years,  among  the  settlers  came  a  small 
number  who  were  connected  with  the  Chiu'ch  of  Scot- 
land, and  who  had  no  sym])athy  with  the  ])rineiples 
and  actions  of  the  Free  Church  party.  These,  who 
were  called  the  Residuaries,  though  few,  were  deter- 
mined to  preserve  the  interests  of  the  cluirch  to  which 
thev  belonged.  So,  bv  encourai^ement  from  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Hogg,  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Guelpli, 
who  gave  them  occasional  service,  the  few  were  able  to 
claim  clnu'ch  organization  and  appropriate  the  ])ro- 
perty,  the  right  to  which  the  congregation  had  forfeited 
by  their  secession  from  the  Church  of  Scotland.  The 
congregation  felt  very  keenly  their  ejection  from  the 
cluu'ch  nnd  ])roperty,  not  only  because  of  the  value  of 
the  property,  which  had  become  considerable,  but  be- 
cause they  had  become  sacredly  attached  to  their 
church  home,  and  the  burying  ground  where  rested  from 
their  labors  manv  of  their  loved  ones. 
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When  the  congrefi^ation  realized  the  necessity  of 
vacatin£2^  the  church  and  property  the\'  had  used  so 
many  \'ears,  several  pro])ositions  were  made  and  con- 
sidered. Man\',  in  both  East  and  West,  were  of  the 
o]Mnion  that  erecting^  a  church  somewhere  near  the 
centre  of  the  Presbyterian  ])ortion  of  the  townshi]) 
would  be  the  best  solution  of  the  problem,  and  would 
form  a  con*Tre«j^ation  of  almost  unparalleled  stren<^th, 
avoidini^  a  separation  into  two  charges,  and  consolid- 
ating the  Presbytcrianism  of  the  comnumity.  Several 
meetings  were  held  to  consider  the  pro])osition  of  build- 
ing a  church  on  lot  26,  rear  of  the  1st  concession.  It 
was  found,  however,  that  the  majority  were  not  favor- 
iJAe  to  this  proposed  arrangement,  the  territory  being 
regarded  as  too  extensive  to  be  ])rofitably  centr^dized. 
The  advisability  of  dividing  into  two  se])arate  charges 
l)ecanie  a])parent,  the  necessary  arrangements  were 
com])leted  and  an  amicable  dissolution  of  the  tie  that 
had  united  them  for  sixteen  years  was  effected. 

The  Hast  Puslinch  congregation  realizing  the  inevit- 
able, now  with  commendable  resolution,  negotiated 
with  Mr.  John  Ilaist  and  jnirchased  an  acre  on  the 
north-west  comer  of  lot  2S,  rear  of  the  7th  concession, 
opiiosite  the  old  church.  A  religious  ambition  to  erect 
a  church  worthy  of  their  numerical  and  financial 
strength  ins])ired  them  to  a  noble  effort.  A  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  John  Marshall  and  R.  B.  Morison 
was  sent  to  see  the  Christie  Church,  then  near  Dundas, 
and  found  it  to  be  just  what  was  desired.  The  neces- 
sary architectural  work  was  soon  done,  the  contract 
let,  and  the  well-built,  and  for  the  time,  elegant  struc- 
ture, with  a  seating  capacity  of  500,  was  dedicated  in 
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1854  to  the  worship  of  the  Lord  amid  the  devout  grati- 
tude and  holy  expeetations  of  a  dee])ly  impressed  con- 
gregation of  \vorshi])j)ers. 

About  the  same  time  the  congregation,  being  anxi- 
ous to  ])rovide  a  ])ernianent  home  for  their  minister  and 
family,  purchavSed,  also  from  Mr.  John  Haist,  a  part  of 
lot  27,  rear  of  the  7th  concession,  consisting  of  30  acres. 
A  large  ])rice  was  paid  for  this  pro])erty,  although  the 
house  and  barn  were  log  buildings,  and  not  at  all  com- 
fortable. Further  reference  will  be  made  to  necessary 
im])rovemcnts  in  later  years.  Much  good  wood  was 
found  on  the  lot,  which  has  made  man\'  a  cosy  fire  in 
the  manse ;  but  now  when  it  is  gone,  the  rear  half,  with 
hills  and  glens  and  romantic  ruggedness,  ma^-  well  be 
compared  with  the  romantic  wildness  of  the  Highlands 
of  Scotland.  The  front  half  being  level,  and  having 
excellent  soil,  has  been  ])rofitable  in  the  production  of 
good  cro])s,  and  in  cultivating  in  the  pastor  a  S])irit  of 
congenial  sympathy  towards  those  engaged  in  hus- 
bandry', of  whom  his  congregation  is  so  largely  com- 
posed. 

During  these  pert)lexing  experiences,  Mr.  Alexnnder 
McLean,  a  student  of  Knox  College,  conducted  services, 
and  ministered  to  the  ])eople  during  the  vacation 
months  with  such  efficiency  and  acce])tability  that  the 
congregation  desired  to  have  him  as  their  ])ermanent 
pastor.  Accordingly,  when  he  had  com])leted  his  col- 
lege course  on  the  following  year,  they  extended  to  him 
a  imanimous  and  hearty  call.  This  call  was  as  heartily 
accc])ted,  and  his  ordination  and  induction  took  ])lace 
on  Wednesday,  the  14-th  dny  of  November,  lS55,bv  the 
rrcsbvterv  of  Hamilton. 
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The  con^s^^rcgation,  havinij^  worshipped  in  two 
churches,  heini^  now  two  independent  charges,  has  no 
longer  a  single  roll  of  communicants  and  a  single 
Session,  'but  each  charge  has  necessarily  its  own  inde- 
pendent existence.  The  Session  of  East  Tuslinch  is  com- 
posed of  the  Rev.  Alexander  McLean,  Moderator  and 
Session  Clerk,  with  Messrs.  John  McDiarmid,  Lauchlan 
Kennedy,  and  Alexander  McKenzie,  elders. 

Up  to  this  time  i)recedence  had  id  ways  been  given 
to  the  Gaelic  hmguage  with  a  service  in  English  follow- 
ing, but  the  relative  im])ortance  of  the  two  languages 
having  been  greatly  modified  as  social  life  had  rapidly 
changed,  the  majority  favored  a  reversal  of  the  order 
giving  precedence  to  the  English  service.  So  radical  a 
change,  though  no  dishonor  to  the(jaelic  Language  was 
contemplated,  cordd  not  be  made  without  intense  regret 
on  the  part  of  those  who,  with  characteristic  fondness, 
were  attached  to  their  ])arent  language,  conseciuently 
a  murmur  of  dissatisfaction  was  heard  which  continued 
for  many  years. 

In  April,  1856,  we  have  the  following  minute  :  "  The 
Session,  taking  into  consideration  the  fewness  of  elders 
in  the  congregation,  agr-  d  to  take  the  lawful  and 
Scrii)tiu-al  way  of  making  an  addition  to  the  eldership 
without  delay."  So  we  find  that  Messrs.  John  Cock- 
burn,  Andrew  McRobbie,  and  Duncan  Cameron  were 
regularly  ordained  as  elders  of  this  congregation  on 
Sabbath,  the  1st  of  June. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  thnt  at  the  hrst  comnunii(m 
after  Mr.  McLean's  ordination,  held  in  June,  LSolJ,  the 
mend)ershi])  was  increased  by  the  remark.'d)le  addition 
of  58  by  eertihcate  and  20  by  profession  of  their  faith. 
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Foreign  mission  interest  \vas  ^t^reatly  inereased  in 
Canada  by  a  visit,  in  1854,  from  the  Kev.  Dr.  Alexander 
Duft',  the  pioneer  missicmary  of  the  Free  Chin'eh  of  Seot- 
land,  in  Caleutta.  He  delivered  addresses  of  burnin<j^ 
elocinenee  in  the  ehief  eities  of  Canada,  and  not  only  the 
vast  n.ultitndes  who  had  the  j^rivilege  of  hearing  him, 
but  the  whole  Canadian  ehureh  seemed  roused  with  a 
holy  ambition  to  take  ])iirt  in  the  evangelization  of  the 
heathen.  This  congregation  felt  the  new  missionary 
pulsati(m  so  keenly,  so  wished  to  preserve  the  memory 
of  the  great  missionary,  and  were  so  anxious  to  inspire 
coming  generations  with  a  sense  of  the  glorious  priv- 
ilege of  having  a  ])art  in  the  universal  extension  of  the 
Redeemer's  Kingdojn,  that  at  a  congregational  meeting 
held  in  1857,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  hence- 
forth they  should  be  designated  "  Duflf's  Church."  The 
church  has  ever  since  borne  that  honored  name,  and,  no 
doubt,  this  ])ermanent  memorial  ot  burning  missionary 
zeal  has  been  ]){)werful,  in  preserving  somewhat  vividly, 
its  responsibility  to  the  heathen  world. 

In  August,  1857,  "The  Moderator  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Session  whether  it  was  not  de- 
sirable to  have  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
(lisi)cnscd  half-yearly  in  the  congregation  instead  of 
once  in  the  year  as  hitherto.  Various  difficulties  being 
in  the  way  of  accomplishing  the  object,  from  the  fact  of 
there  being  two  languages  to  preach  on  that  occasion 
as  usual,  the  further  consideration  of  the  matter  was 
put  ofi'  till  a  future  meeting  of  Session."  The  Session 
and  congregation  have  ever  been  conservative  in  their 
religious  life,  and  have  been  slow  to  appreciate  innova- 
tions; but  Mr.  McLean  was  fearless  in  proposing  what 
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he  regarded  as  j)r()fitjd)le  cliaiiL^^es,  and  was  not  dis- 
eouraged  by  a  pronoiniccd  unwillint^ness  to  adopt  his 
suggestions  when  first  j^roposed,  so  the  Session  was 
obhged  to  re-eonsider  this  (question,  and  the  result  is 
preserved  in  the  records  of  September,  1S()2.  "As 
hitherto  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  dis- 
pensed only  once  in  the  year  in  the  congregation,  jincl 
as  the  Session  considered  it  very  desirable  to  have  a 
half-vearW  communion,  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  Lord's  Supper  woidd  be  dispensed  in  this 
church  on  the  third  Sabbath  of  October."  The  difficul- 
ties which  were  feared  when  this  change  was  first  sug- 
gested were  not  realized,  or  were  overcome,  and  the 
half-yearly  communion  was  observed  for  a  great  many 
vears. 


At  a  meeting  of  Session  in  May,  1859,  "  The  Mod- 
erator ex])ressed  his  desire  to  have  Mr.  Robert  Kennedy, 
lately  an  elder  in  the  Free  Church  congregation, 
Badenoch,  Scotland,  added  to  the  eldership,  in  which 
the  Session  unanimously  agreed.  Mr.  Kennedy,  who 
was  i)resent,  acciuiesced  in  the  proposal.  It  was  further 
resolved  that,  after  the  usual  forms  are  gone  through, 
Mr.  Kennedy  shall  be  received  or  inducted  as  an  elder 
in  the  East  Puslinch  congreg^ition." 

In  the  \'ear  1845,  one  year  after  the  secession,  the 
Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  entered 
into  negotiations  for  imion  with  the  Missionary  Synod, 
which  in  1847  assumed  the  name  of  the  Synod  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada.  Committees 
were  appointed  to  confer  with  each  other  on  points  of 
agreement  and  diflferencc.      The  results  of  their  labors 
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were  brought  year  after  A^ear  before  the  Synods,  Pres- 
byteries, and  congregations,  of  the  two  churches.  Dis- 
cvissions  full,  earnest  and  keen,  took  place  ;  literature 
controversial,  explanatory,  and  conciliatory,  was  cir- 
culated ;  difficulties  in  course  of  time  were  removed,  and 
on  the  6th  of  June,  1861,  in  the  City  of  Montreal,  the 
long  looked  for  union  was  very  happily  consummated. 
The  Session  has  preserved  their  deliverance  on  this 
question  in  the  following  terms  : — '*  The  Session  having 
taken  into  consideration  the  Basis  of  Union  with  the 
l*resbyterian  Church  of  Canada  adopted  by  the  Synod 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada,  it  was 
moved  by  Mr.  John  Cockburn,  seconded  by  Mr.  Alex- 
ander McKenzie,  and  unanimously  agreed  to,  that  the 
Session  approve  of  the  basis  of  union  as  upon  the  whole 
satisfactory,  and  one  upon  which  the  two  churches  may 
safely  and  honorably  unite."  The  Synod  formed  by 
this  union  had  on  its  roll  the  names  of  226  ministers,  of 
whom  68  represented  the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada,  and  158  the  Free  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Canada. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  Session  in  1862,  it  was 
recorded  that  the  number  on  the  communion  roll  was 
204,  and  the  following  obituary  minute  was  recorded  : 
"The  Session  feel  called  upon  to  record  the  loss  they 
have  lately  sustained  in  the  removal  by  death  of  Alex- 
ander McKenzie,  who  was  over  twenty  years  an  elder 
in  the  congregation.  Mr.  McKenzie  always  maintained 
a  walk  and  conversation  becoming  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  and  was  endowed  with  more  than  ordinary  gifts 
and  graces,  which  he  humbly  and  cheerfully  devoted  to 
the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  the  church  of 
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which  he  was  an  office  bearer.  The  Session  further 
have  pleasure  in  recording  the  deep  interest  their  de- 
parted brother  always  took  in  the  affairs  of  the  church 
in  general,  but  more  particularly  in  the  welfare  of  this 
congregation,  which  he  served  so  long  and  so  faithfully, 
and  that  during  an  eventful  period  in  its  history,  a 
period  full  of  trials  and  changes,  and  which  proved  him 
to  be  its  unflinching  and  constant  friend.  His  prema- 
.  ture  death  is  much  lamented  by  the  Session  and  congre- 
gation, and  has  caused  a  vacancy  among  us  which  is 
not  likely  to  be  filled  in  a  hurry." 

In  May,  1863, "  The  Session,  having  the  mind  of  the 
congregation,  expressed  their  desire  to  receive  Mr. 
James  Wardrope,  who  was  for  many  years  an  elder  in 
Nairn  Church,  Flamboro,  into  the  eldership  of  this  con- 
gregation, and  resolved,  after  the  usual  forms  are  gone 
through,  to  receive  him  as  a  member  of  Session."  "Mr. 
James  Wardrope  having  been  duly  and  regularly  induct- 
ed to  the  eldership  of  this  congregation,  it  was  agreed 
to  add  his  name  to  the  roll  of  Session,  and  minute  his 
induction  in  the  Session  records,  which  is  hereby  done.^' 
The  last  meeting  of  Session,  with  Mr.  McLean  as 
Moderator  and  Session  Clerk,  was  held  on  the  12th  of 
April,  1864. 

The  congregation  had  become  very  strong,  ihe  work 
was  greatly  prospering,  and  exalted  hopes  were  enter- 
tained of  continuous  success,  when  Mr.  McLean's  tragic 
death  put  a  sudden  termination  to  his  short  and  very 
promising  lite.  Was  it  a  premonition  that  directed  him 
to  select  as  the  text  of  his  last  sermon,  "  In  my  Father's 
house  are  many  mansions"?    Was  it  only  a  coincidence 
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that  he  took  a  similar  subject  for  the  weekly  prayer 
meetiiiii^  followinti^,  closin<j^  with  the  hvinn, 

*'  The  hour  of  my  departure's  come ; 
1  iiear  the  voice  that  calls  me  home." 

Shonlfl  we  note  Divine  preparation  for  his  departure, 
leaflin<i^  him  to  call,  after  the  prayer  meetin^^,  to  inform 
a  s\'m])athetic  Christian  friend,  with  whom  he  had 
often  conversed  on  the  mysteries  of  the  resurrection, 
that  a  new-found  lii^ht  had  dis])elled  the  darkness,  and 
somethinii^  of  the  eternal  ^lory  had  filled  his  heart  with 
unspeakable  gladness  ?  Good  nii^^ht  was  vSpoken,  the 
door  was  closed,  into  the  darkness  he  went,  and  some 
time  after  he  was  found,  helpless,  on  the  ground,  near 
the  hiijh  platform  leadin<j^  from  the  door  of  the  house. 
Lovinsj^  hands  removed  him  to  the  manse,  the  ])liysi- 
cian's  skill  was  emi)loved  without  effect,  brother 
cleri^ymen  ministered  in  holy  consolation,  and  the  next 
evcnin^L!;,  May  25,  18G4,  the  unfettered  spirit  soared  on 
hiLi'h,  to  do  the  will  of  God  with  ecstasy,  and  experience 
the  fullness  of  joy  given  to  all  in  His  prCvSence. 

Mr.  McLean  was  possessed  of  strong  endowments, 
was  an  extensive  reader,  having  a  remarkable  library 
for  a  few  years'  collection  ;  was  fearless  and  alarming 
in  denunciation,  almost  ])r()digal  in  hosj^itality,  zealous 
and  masterful  in  all  his  relationshi])s.  He  seemed  to 
have  a  great  future  here,  but  the  Master,  Who  doeth  all 
things  wisely,  took  him  in  the  vigor  of  his  powers, 
when  3S  years  of  age.  The  funeral  services  were  very 
solemn.  All  the  neighboring  ministers,  and  some  from 
a  distance,  were  present,  and  loving  tributes  of  regard 
were  spoken  by  his  brethren ;  while  a  very  large  con- 
gregation,  deeply  impressed,  followed   the  remains  to 
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their  rcstin<i^  place  in  the  Crown  cemetery.  Upon  the 
monument  erected  by  his  sorrowing  widow  and  con- 
gregation are  inscribed  the  significant  words,  *'Ihave 
declared  mito  them  Thy  name,"  John  17:  26.  After  a 
few  mor+hs,  Mrs.  McLean,  with  her  three  young 
children,  returned  to  Scotland,  and  made  their  home  in 
the  land  of  her  nativity. 
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CHAPTER  III. 

PASTORATE  OF  THE   REV.    KENNETH   MCDONALD. 

'AM FTF R  a  vacancy  of  several  months  the  congicga- 
J  I  tioii  moderated  in  a  call  in  favor  of  the  Rev.  John 
McTavish,  of  Woodville,  on  December  6, 1864.  The  call 
was  signed  b^'  195  members  in  full  communion  and  2  «  ^ 
adherents,  and  forwarded  to  Mr.  McTavish  'le  regu- 
lar way.  On  Juh'  11,  1865,  Mr.  McTavish  )nducted 
service  in  the  church,  and  "intimated  in  respectful  terms 
that  circumstances  beyond  his  control  prevented  him 
from  accepting  the  cordial  call  which  the  congregation 
had  given  him  to  become  their  pastor." 

On  the  27th  of  September,  1865,  a  imanimous  call 
was  moderated  in  to  Mr.  Kenneth  McDonald,  a  licen- 
tiate, who  accepted  the  call,  and  was  ordained  and 
inducted  by  the  Presbytery  of  Guelph  on  October  25, 
1865.  This  call  ^vas  signed  In-  168  members  and  840 
adherents.  The  stipend  promised  was  seven  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,   with  use  of  manse  and  glebe. 

At  the  communion  of  June,  1866,  it  is  recorded  that 
49  were  added  to  the  comnumion  roll,  seven  by  certifi- 
cate and  tbrt\'-tv/o  by  examination,  the  largest  number 
by  profession  of  faith  that  ever  united  at  one  time  in 
the  history  of  the  church.  Mr.  McDonald  was  evan- 
gelical in  his  public  and  private  ministrations,  and  was 
the  first  nimister  to  introduce  special  evangelistic  ser- 
vices ;  and  although  these  methods  did  not  meet  with 
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general  a])proYal,  being  regarded  with  suspieion  by 
some,  and  as  unpresln-terian  by  others,  yet  niiieh  i)er- 
nianent  good  seems  to  have  been  aeeom])lished,  and 
many  still  delight  to  refer  to  those  seasons  of  true 
revival. 

The  finaneial  interests  of  the  congregation  are  now 
brought  before  our  notice  in  a  complaint  of  Mr.  James 
McLean,  treasurer  of  the  congregation,  to  the  Session 
on  September 4, 1866,  in  reference  to  "remissness  on  the 
part  of  managers  in  collecting  pew  rents,  which  was 
the  cause  of  delay  in  the  payment  of  stii)end  for  so  long 
a  time  after  it  has  become  due.  The  Session  agreed  to 
instruct  Mr.  McLean  to  write  to  defaulting  directors, 
urging  them  to  an  immediate  attention  to  the  matter." 

It  is  noticeable  that  this  financial  embarrassment 
accompanies  the  indications  of  remarkal)lc  spiritual 
revival,  teaching  that  neglect  on  the  part  of  those 
entrusted  with  this  important  department  of  church 
work  can  only  imperil  the  church's  truest  spiritual 
prosperity. 

At  a  meeting  of  Session  held  in  December,  1866, 
after  the  introductory  business,  it  is  recorded  "  The 
Sessicm  entered  upon  the  consideration  of  the  (jucstions 
submitted  by  the  convener  of  the  committee  on  the 
state  of  religion  in  this  Presbytery,  to  which  (piestions 
the  Session  agreed  to  give  the  following  answers  : 

O.  1.  Do  the  members  and  adherents  of  the  con- 
gregation regularly  attend  the  stated  ordinances  of 
Divine  worship  ?    They  do  with  a  few  excei)tions. 

O.  2.  Have  you  anything  interesting  to  rej)ort 
regarding  the  gathering  in  of  the  careless,  and  the  edifi- 
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c.ition  of  believers  durinjj^  the  present  year  ?  A  eon- 
siderable  inimber  of  heads  of  households  a])plied  for 
and  reeeived  the  rite  of  ba])tisni  for  their  families,  who 
for  various  reasons  and  from  different  eauses  had  not 
attended  to  the  matter  when  their  ehildren  were  in 
infancy.  Also  some  sixteen  or  seventeen  adults  applied 
for  and  received  the  same  rite  to  themselves,  who 
through  prejudice  or  ne<^lect  on  the  part  of  their 
parents  were  not  baptized  in  childhood.  About  fifty- 
three  came  forward  to  a])ply  for  admission  into  fidl 
communion  with  the  church,  and  were  admitted.  This 
nmnber  included  persons  of  different  ages  from  lifteen 
years  to  nearh'  eight\'. 

Q.  3.  Are  there  ho])eful  indications  in  connection 
with  prayer  meetings,  bible  classes,  and  Sabbath 
schools  in  your  congregation  ?  These  are,  on  the  whole, 
well  attended,  and  considerable  Jittention  paid  to  the 
instructions  imparted. 

Q.  4.  Is  vour  conu^regation  divided  into  districts 
for  the  convenience  of  the  elders  in  visiting,  and  are  the 
elders  faithful  in  divScharging  this  department  of  their 
duty  ?     Yes. 

Q.  5.  What  is  the  state  of  family  religion,  as 
ascertained  through  the  official  labors  of  pastor  and 
elders  ?    Ordinary. 

(j.  G.  Are  there  any  forms  of  vice  si)ecially  a])piir- 
ent  and  ])revalent  in  the  neighborhood  ?  None,  exce])t 
it  be  over  indulgence  in  ardent  spirits. 

Q.  7.  Have  vou  anv  remarks  to  offer  on  the  state 
of  religion  generally  in  your  locality  ?    No. 
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The  Session  next  entered  upon  the  eonsideration 
of  the  questions  sul)niitted  to  them  In-  the  eonvener  of 
the  Synod's  eonmiittee  on  Psahnodr,  to  wliieh  thev 
agreed  to  return  the  following  answers  : — 

Q.  1.  What  psahiiody  is  now  in  use  in  your  con- 
jT^rei^ation— the  Psahns  of  David  ;  the  Psal ins  with  the 
Paraphrases  and  Hymns  usually  bound  uj)  with  the 
Psalms,  or,  if  any  other  Innin  book,  give  its  title? 
Only  the  Psalms  of  David,  with  the  Paraphrases  and 
Hymns  usualW  bound  together. 

Q.  2.  Do  you,  as  a  Session,  eonseientiously  objeet 
to  the  use  of  any  songs  of  praise  in  publie  worship 
exeept  those  C(.^ntained  in  the  Book  of  Psalms?  We,  as 
a  Session,  objeet  to  the  use  of  an\'  songs  of  praise  in 
publie  worship  exeept  the  Psalms  and  Paraphrases. 

O.  3.  Do  you,  as  a  Session,  a])])rove  of  and  desire 
a  revisal  of  the  Parai)hrases  and  Hymns  now  usually 
boinid  uj)  with  the  Psalms,  together  with  a  limited 
number  of  hymns,  to  be  used  in  public  worship?  We 
do  not. 

O.  4.  Will  you  kindly  transmit  to  the  Committee 
anv  sutiuiestions  in  reference  to  the  vSelcction  of  hvmns, 
or  in  regard  to  the  whole  subject  of  Psalmody  of  the 
Clun-ch  ?     We  have  nr)ne  to  transmit. 

U])  to  this  time  the  Session  had  recorded  the  names 
of  members  in  fidl  communion  in  the  Session  minute 
book,  but  by  resolution  the  Session  now  agreed  to 
have  them  ])rcserved  in  a  separate  book. 

(hi  the  PJth  of  February,  lcS()S,  at  the  call  ofthj 
Trustees,  a  congregational  meeting  was  held,  when  it 
was  "moved  by  Mr.  Robert  P'^orbes,  and  seconded  by 
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Mr.  Williiini  Siiiii)S()n,  that  in  tlic  opinion  of  this  mect- 
in<i^  it  is  desirable  and  necessjirv  that  a  new  Manse  be 
built."  This  motion  was  earried  unanimously.  On 
motion  of  Messrs.  (xeori^e  MeLean  and  D.  Cameron, 
Messrs.  Ilu^^h  Cockburn,  John  Smith,  James  MeLaren 
and 'the  mover  were  a})])ointed  a  buildin<j^  eommittee. 
At  a  subsefjuent  meetinsj:  Mr.  Maleolm  MeNauij^hton 
was  a])])ointed  a  member  of  the  eommittee,  in  ])laee  of 
Mr.  John  Smith,  who  deelined  to  aet.  The  eommittee 
reported  ha vinij^  en *^a*>"e(l  Mr.  Ihii^h  ?\Ielvin  to  eanvas 
the  con<2^regation  for  sid)seri])tions  to  the  new  manse, 
and  $1,590.00  had  been  ])romit-ed.  Mr.  John  Howe 
presented  a  ])lan,  prepared  at  the  suii:<Testion  of  the 
eonmiittee,  whieh  was  ado])ted,  and  the  eommittee 
was  '^empowered  to  proeeed  with  the  ereetion  of  a 
manse  aeeordini^  to  their  diseretion  and  the  means  at 
their  dis])Osal."  Messrs.  Andrew  Kennedy  and  William 
Stratton  were  ehosen  eontraetors,  and  the  work  was 
eompleted  with  very  little  alteration  from  the  orii^inal 
])lan. 

The  Session  records  in  September,  ISGS,  the  follow- 
inii,'  minute  :  "As  the  nund)er  of  elders  eomposinti^  the 
S^'ssion  was  found  to  be  too  small  to  overtake  the 
duties  of  elders  in  the  eoni^rei^ation,  the  Session  decided 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  forthwith  towards  the 
enlarti^ement  of  the  Session  by  the  appointment  of  more 
elders."  Messrs.  Walter  Cowan,  Alexander  MeLean, 
Hu^h  MeXau<>hton,  and  James  McLean,  were  found  to 
be  elected  by  the  conyrcnation.  Mr.  Alexander  McLean 
could  not  see  liis  way  clear  to  accept  the  otlice,  and  the 
others  havinij;^  siy^niticd  their  acce])tance  of  the  call  to 
the  oflice  were  re<>ularlv  ordained  and  inducted  to  the 
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eklershi])  on   the   14th   of  Fel)i-unry,   1SG9,   and   their 
names  added  to  the  roll  of  elders. 

In  many  Sessions,  that  the  reeords  may  be  properly 
kept,  the  Minister  must  be  Session  Clerk,  as  well  as 
Moderator  ;  but  when  an  effieient  elder  can  be  found  to 
undertake  the  duties  of  Clerk,  there  are  important  rea- 
sons why  he  should  be  ap])ointed.  Sueh  an  efficient 
elder  is  now  found  in  the  Session,  and  in  the  minutes  of 
May,  1SG9,  it  is  recorded  that  "On  the  recpiest  of  the 
Moderator,  Mr.  James  McLean  was  elected  Session 
Clerk."  Mr.  McLean  continued  to  act  in  this  ca])acity 
for  many  years;  and  his  beautiful  ])enmanshii),  ac- 
curacy in  detail,  judicious  use  of  hn\Liua<ie,  and  his 
reverential  conce])tion  of  his  hi<^h  duties,  ever  reveal  a 
pleasin<j^ justification  ot'his  a])pointment. 

In  January,  1S70,  "The  Session  divided  the  con,L;:re- 
u^ational  bounds  into  eis^ht  wards,  in  order  that  his 
own  ward  may  be  assij^ned  to  each  elder."  Such  a 
division  <4ivcs  a  definiteness  to  the  work  of  the  elders, 
and  when  jn'opcrly  done  cannt>t  fail  to  l)e  attended 
with  i^ood  results. 

At  the  May  mectin^u:,  1S7(),  "A  motion  made  by 
Mr.  James  McLean,  seconded  ])y  Mr.  Walter  C(»wan,  to 
alter  the  hour  and  order  of  holding-  Divine  service  on 
Communion  Sabbaths  was  ordered  to  lie  over  as  a 
notice  of  motion."  At  the  October  mcctini^  of  the  same 
year,  we  find  recorded  "  The  motion  introduced  into 
the  Session  on  May  8rd,  anent  alterinii  the  time  and 
order  of  holdini;'  Divine  service  on  Comnumion  Sab- 
baths, was,  after  mature  deliberation,  dropped  tor  the 
present."  Thus  we  notice  that  chan*^es  proposed  by 
even  the  most  conservative  were  not  readily  agreed  to. 
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At  the  same  meetinj^,  the  Session  also  reeords  an  ex- 
pression of  fecHn<T  towards  two  of  its  nienil)ers  reeently 
removed  by  death  :  "  The  Session,  in  entering  upon  their 
records  a  minute  in  reference  to  their  brother,  the  Uite 
Mr.  Duncan  Cameron,  of  East  T'lamboro,  who  has 
been  called  to  exchanij^e  the  communion  of  the  church 
below  for  the  solemn  realities  of  eternity  ;  while  ex- 
j   !  pressin«^    their    sorrow    at    his    removal,    would    also 

express  their  respjct  for  his  exemplary  piety  and  Chris- 
tian liberalit\  ,   as  well  as  his  intcL^rity  and  urbanity  as 
a  member  of  this  Session.     In   the   renu>val   of  their 
(  lamented  friend  and  brother,   the  memb^M's  of  the  Ses- 

sion tl'cl  that  there  comes  home  to  them,  with  a  special 
force  and  meaning,  the  solenui  admonition,  '  Watch, 
for  in  such  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man 
c::)mcth.'  Under  this  dispensation  the  Session  feel 
called  upon  to  record  the  loss  they  have  lately  sus- 
tained in  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  John  Cockburn, 
who  was  over  twelve  years  an  elder  in  the  congrega- 
tion. Mr.  Cockburn  was  endowed  with  more  than 
ordinary  gifts  and  graces,  which  he  devoted  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  Christ's  cause  and  kingdom  in  the  church 
of  which  he  was  an  ofHce-bearer.  He  took  a  deep 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  church  in  general,  but  espe- 
cially in  the  welfare  of  this  congregation,  during  an 
eventfid  period,  which  ])roved  him  to  be  its  constant, 
faithful,  and  unflinching  friend."  The  minutes  of  Ses- 
sion for  October,  1871,  were  the  last  signed  by  Mr. 
McDonald  as  Moderator. 

In  the  winter  of  1872  a  call  was  presented  to  Mr. 
McDonald  irom  the  Thamesford  congregation.  The 
Presbytery  fully  considered  the  (question  in  the  light  of 
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remarks  made  by  the  re])resentatives  of  Thamcsford 
and  I)iift"'s  chureh,  and  as  Mr.  MeDonald  eould  not  sec 
his  way  clear  to  accc])t  the  call  received,  the  Presbytery 
declined  to  transfer  him.  Soon  after,  a  second  call  from 
Thamcsford  was  ])rcsented  to  Mr.  McDonald  in  the 
probability  of  his  acceptance,  considering^  the  new 
circumstances  that  had  arisen.  This  call,  presented  at 
the  meetinjj^  of  Presbytery  on  March  11),  1S72,  was 
accc])te(l,  and  the  transference  soon  took  place.  The 
Presbytery,  by  resolution,  httini^ly  recorded  their  Lireat 
regard  for  their  brother,  bore  willing  testimony  to  his 
zeal  in  the  Master's  service,  and  the  gnitif\'ing 
success  that  had  attended  his  labors,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  he  would  be  abundantly  blessed  in  his  new 
field  of  labor. 


In  October,  1872,  a  forward  movement  was  made 
by  the  Session  in  the  consideration  of  the  Missionary 
schemes  of  the  Church.  "The  members  of  Session 
severally  agreed  to  attend  to  the  matter  in  their 
respective  divisir>ns,  to  maintain  the  organization,  and 
to  see  that  collectors  arc  a])pointed."  Attention  was 
also  given  to  a  eircidar  from  the  Presbytery  in  reference 
to  sup]K)rting  weak  congregations,  and  raising  the 
minimum  stipend  of  ministers  to  $()()0.  As  individual 
congregations  have  more  and  more  ai)preciated  their 
relationship  to  the  united  kingdom  of  Christ,  these 
(questions  hfive  received  increasing  attention,  and  the 
Divine  ])rinciple  of  the  strong  helping  the  weak,  b^- 
bearing  one  another's  burdens,  and  so  fulfilling  the  law 
of  Christ,  has  been  correspondingly  houv^rcd. 
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CHAPTER   IV. 

PASTORATE   OF   THE    REV.    AT.EXANDER    M«  KAV,    M.A. 

Cllll  con«^re<^ation  havitijT^  now  been  without  a  pastor 
for  eight  months,  a  meeting  was  held  on  Deeemljer 
3,  1S72,  tor  moderation  in  a  eall  to  a  minister,  with 
the  result  that  the  Rev.  Alexander  Uniuhart,  i)rol)a- 
tioner,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  east.  A 
motion  put  to  the  meeting  to  make  the  call  unanimous 
was  l)ut  feebly  res])on{led  to.  The  call  was  ])re])ared, 
signed,  and  commissioners  to  the  Preslu'tery  a])])ointe(l 
to  ]ir<)secute  the  call.  A  s])ecial  meeting  of  the  corigre- 
gation  was  called,  when  an  earnest  attempt  was  made 
to  secure  unanimity,  but  the  probability  of  harmonious 
action  in  the  call  was  not  obtained,  and  this  unsatis- 
factory condition  of  affairs  prevented  the  settlement  of 
Mr.  rnpdiart  as  minister  of  the  congregation. 

A  second  nu)deration  was  ])r()cee(led  with  on  the 
1st  of  July,  lS7v5,  the  Rev.  Robert  Torrance  ])residing. 
Now  with  perfect  unanimity,  a  call  was  nu)derated  in 
to  the  Rev.  Alexander  McKay,  M.A.,  of  ulmira,  Illinois. 
The  call  was  signed  b\'  IDS  uKMubers  and  ITo  adher- 
ents. The  regular  mode  of  procedure  was  observed, 
and  Mr.  McKav,  having  signified  his  acceptance  of 
the  call,  was  inducted  on  the  '\()t\\  of  October,  1S7'^ 
The  Rev.  I\ol)ert  Tt)rrance,  interim  nu)(lerator,  pre- 
sided, inducted  and  addressed  the  minister;  the  Rev. 
I).  McLennan,  of  South  Luther,  ])reached,  and  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Waidropc  addressed  the  peo])le. 


MRS.    McKAV 
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At  a  nicctiiii^  held  on  January  1,  1S74,  "The 
SeSvSion  ai^reed  to  hohl  the  union  prayer  nieetin<2^  during 
the  first  week  of  the  New  Year  in  the  ehurch,  comniene- 
ing  every  evening  at  seven  o'ch)ck."  This  is  the  first 
notiee  of  the  ol)servance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer,  as 
arranged  hy  the  Evangeheal  AlHanee.  This  method  of 
eonseeration  by  eontinuous  services  during  tlie  first 
week  of  the  year  has  been  ])r()duetive  of  great  good  in 
cultivating  thj  s])irit  of  kindlv  syni])athy  among  Chris- 
tian denominations,  and  in  consecrating  individual  life 
to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  social  and  religious 
relationships. 

On  New  Year's  Day,  1S74,  the  Session  had  the 
])rivilege  of  considering  a  svd)ject  of  very  great  interest 
and  im])()rtance,  which  had  been  remitted  to  Sessions 
and  congregations  hy  the  superior  courts. 

In  1S70  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ormiston  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Jenkins,  Moderator  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Presbyterian  Chrch  in  Canada  in  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  stating  that  "  after  nuich  earnest 
thought  and  ])rivate  consultation  with  brethren,  he 
deemed  it  i)ro])er  to  address  him  with  reference  to  th<' 
ineoq)oration  of  all  the  Presbyterian  churches  in  the 
Dominion  under  one  (General  Assemblv."  He  sui^ij^ested 
that  the  Synod  might  a])point  a  committee  to  confer 
with  committees  that  might  be  appointed  by  the  other 
Synods.  Before  this  time  there  had  been  six  unions 
elfected  between  ditVerent  branches  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  British  North  America,  which  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  four  Synods — the  Synod  of  the  Lower 
Provinces,  the  Synod  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  in  con- 
nection with  the  Clnu'ch  of  Scotland,   the  Svnod  of  the 
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Canada  Prcslutcriaii  Clnirch,  and  the  Synod  of  the 
Canada  rrcs1)ytcrian  Cluirch  in  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland.  Deleii^ates  from  the  four  Synods 
met  in  Montreal  in  Se])tember,  1S7(),  as  a  joint  com- 
mittee, and  after  earnest  and  ])ra^yerful  consideration, 
reached  the  conclusion  that  a  (UMiera!  Union  was  both 
desirable  and  ])racticable.  A  Basis  of  Union  was  form- 
idated,  and  in  the  res^idar  wa\'  transmitted  to  Sessions 
and  coni^Tc*>ati()..s  for  their  considcraticm.  This  Ses- 
sion and  coni>Te«j:ati  on,  by  a  lari^e  majority,  ai)proved 
of  the  Basis  of  Union  as  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  The 
spirit  of  imion  scjmed  to  have  powerfully  influenced 
Uresbyterianism  throu<»^hout  the  Dominion,  and  on  the 
loth  ofjune,  1S75,  in  tlieCity  of  Montreal,  the  Supreme 
Courts  of  the  four  negotiatinii^  churches  met  in  Victoria 
Hall  and  ha])i)ily  consummated  the  union  which  for 
five  years  they  had  been  considering.  This  was  a  scene 
of  im])rcssivcncss  unnarfdleled  in  the  history  of  Uresby- 
terianism in  this  or  any  other  country.  This  was  com- 
])letin!4  a  union  which  reveals  a  spirit  that  leads  the 
Uresbyterianism  of  the  world,  and  is  a  religious  object 
lesson  which  leads  and  edifies  all  the  Christian  denom- 
inations that  have  felt  the  destructive  ])ower  of  inter- 
nal strife.  Memories  of  sad  stru<j:<'les  were  that  dav 
recalled  ;  venerated  fathers  who  had  fought  manful 
battles  and  had  reached  the  land  of  united  hearts,  were 
remembered  ;  (rod's goodness  in  the  past  was  gratefidly 

acknowledged ;   and   the   future    appeared    a    vision   of 

sur])assing  glory,  as  thousands,  in  ho])efid  anticipation, 

appropriated  tlie  promises  made  to  those  who  seek  the 

peace   and   ])ros])erity    of  Zion,    and   delight   to   dwell 

together  in  Christian  imity.      The  high  anticipations  of 
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that  nicniorablc  day  have  been  abundantly  realized  in 
the  continued  progress  of  an  undivided  Church. 

In  April,  1874,  the  Session  noted  :  "  The  nund)cr  of 
elders  composing  the  Session  being  few,  and  inadequate 
to  overtake  the  duties  of  elders  over  the  extensive 
bounds  of  the  congregation,  the  Session  decided  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  increase  the  number."  These 
having  been  observed,  it  was  foimd  that  the  congrega- 
tion had  called  Messrs.  Alexander  McCormick,  Peter 
Stewart,  John  Clark,  jr.,  Robert  Beattie,  Hugh  Cock- 
bum,  and  Malcolm  McNaughton  to  this  sacred  office, 
and  on  invitation  jippearing  before  the  Session,  the  call 
was  formally  presented  to  them  and  accepted  by  them. 
"  The  Session  being  satisfied  in  regard  to  their  religious 
knowledge,  piety,  and  prudence,  and  their  knowledge 
of  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  Church,  and  the 
duties  of  their  office,  ordered  an  edict  to  be  read  to  the 
congregation  appointing  Sabbath  day,  the  25th  of 
July,  for  their  ordiut'ition."  On  the  day  ap})()inted, 
they  were  regularly  ordained  and  inducted,  and  their 
riames  added  to  the  elders'  roll. 

On  June  9,  1S75,  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  was  conferred  on  the  ])astor  by  the  Senate  of 
Trinity  University,  U.  S.  In  the  Annual  Calendar  of 
the  University  for  that  year,  the  following  reference  is 
made  to  conferring  this  degree:  "The  Degree  of  D.  D. 
har^  been  conferred  upon  the  Rev.  Alexander  McKay,  of 
Canada,  a  graduate  of  a  Canadian  University,  a  bright 
theologian,  and  an  admiral)le  proficient  in  the  Gaelic 
language.  Testimonials  of  a  high  order  received  from 
Canada  have  ]jerfectly  satisfied  the  faculty  that  this 
learned  reverend  gentleman  richly  deserves  the  honor 
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which  they  have  conferred."  This  was  a  siij^nal  mark  of 
(Hstinction,  as  Mr.  McKay  was  the  first  Gaelic  preach- 
in,ii^  minister  in  the  western  section  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canadfi,  upon  whom  this  highest  academical 
degree  had  been  conferred.  No  notice  of  this  excep- 
tional honor  is  found  in  the  Session  records,  and  it 
would  seem  that  the  Session  with  surprising  modesty 
had  failed  to  mark  a  recognition  of  the  supreme  dis- 
tinction associated  with  the  honor  conferred  on  their 
Moderator.  It  is  profitable,  as  well  as  courteous,  for  a 
Session  and  congregation  to  manifest  appreciation  of 
the  honorable  recognition  of  their  ministers. 

In  April,  1876,  Dr.  McKay  informed  theScvSvSi  .n  that 
for  a  long  time  he  had  been  anxious  to  go  on  a  visit  to 
Scotland,  and  if  proper  arrangements  could  be  made 
for  pulpit  su])i)ly  in  his  absence,  and  the  •  onsent  of  Ses- 
sion and  Presbytery  obtained,  he  woiiJ.  go  that  sum- 
mer. The  Session  expressed  their  cordial  assent  to  the 
])astor's  ])r()p()sition,  and  their  desire  to  do  everything 
possible  to  facilitate  the  necessary  arrangements  for  his 
temporar\'  absence.  Satisfactory  arrangements  were 
made,  and  the  ])astor  enjoyed  'd  delightful  visit  to  the 
land  of  his  nativity. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Meldrum,  who  had  retired  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  ministry,  returned  to  reside  at  Mor- 
riston,  and  became  permanently  associated  with  the 
Session  Jis  a  corresponding  member  in  1870.  Though 
now  advanced  in  life,  he  still  manifested  a  dee])  and 
active  interest  in  the  congregation.  He  was  a  con- 
genial friend  of  the  pastor,  and  delighted  to  render  him 
assistance.  So  long  as  he  was  able  he  addressed  the 
comnumicants  after   the  elements    were  served   at  the 
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comnmnion  table.  For  about  a  year  before  his  deeease, 
he  was  unable  to  attend  the  sanetuary  re«2^ularly.  He 
suffered  a  stroke  of  paralysis,  from  whieh  he  never  fully 
recovered,  and  the  once  stroni^  frame  yielded  rapidly. 
On  the  nitT^ht  preeeclin^ii^  his  translation  he,  unable  to 
join  his  family,  called  them  all  into  his  room  for  wor- 
ship. They  sang  a  psalm,  his  son  George  read  the 
chapter,  and  the  voice  of  the  aged  saint  was  heard  for 
the  last  time  in  prayer  at  the  family  altar  to  which  he 
had  been  so  lovingly  attached  by  a  holy,  pure  devo- 
tion. In  a  few  hours  that  voice  was  silenced,  and  the 
next  day  his  s})irit  rose  from  the  noon-day  glory  of 
earth  to  the  glory  that  excelleth  in  heaven.  His  depar- 
ture was  on  the  19th  of  November,  1SS9,  in  the  S4th 
year  of  his  age.  His  funeral  was  attended  by  a  very 
large  number,  w^ho  vSympathetically  manifested  their 
regard  for  liiiu  who  had  been  so  intimately  connected 
with  the  religious  life  of  Puslinch  for  half  a  century. 
The  services  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Alexander 
McKay,  D.D.,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wardrope, 
D.  D. ;  the  Rev.  G.  Smellie,  D.  D. ;  and  the  Rev.  R.  Tor- 
rance, D.  D.  His  remains  were  interred  in  the  Crown 
Cemetery,  n  )t  far  fro  n  the  place  where  stood  the 
primitive  church  in  which,  as  the  pionivr  minister,  he  so 
long  and  so  faithfully  proL'laineJ  thegospjl.  Tiie  ])ro- 
minent  monument,  erected  njar  the  entrancv  to  the 
cemetery,  recalls  the  more  enduring  monument  of  con- 
secration and  noble  pur])osc  which  his  courageous  life 
and  untiring  activity  had  formed  in  Puslinch,  Zorra, 
and  other  places. 

About    this    time    a  sect,    commonly  called   "The 
Brethren,"  became  a  factor  in  the  religious  life  of  Pus- 
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linch.  By  characteristic  energy  they  made  known  their 
distinctive  doctrines  and  rcHgious  ])ractices,  and  so 
commended  themselves  that  a  considerable  nundx'r  who 
had  been  regarded  as  excellent  members  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  united  with  them,  and  the  Session  had 
the  unpleasant  duty  of  removing  their  names  from  the 
communion  roll. 

The  following  obituary  minute  was  ado]3ted  by  the 
Session  on  October  20,  1878:  "The  Session  desire  to 
put  on  record  the  loss  they  sustained  since  their  last 
meeting  in  the  removal  by  death  of  one  of  their  number, 
namely,  Mr.  Alexander  McCormick,  who  died  on  the 
loth  of  this  month.  Mr.  McCormick  had  been  ordained 
and  inducted  as  an  elder  of  this  congregation,  25th  Jidy 
1S75.  Owing  to  severe  and  protracted  illness,  he  was 
not  able  to  attend  Session  meetings  for  over  two  years. 
Though  suffering  intensely  at  times,  he  very  seldom 
comphiined ;  those  who  visited  him  came  away  feeling 
that  he  was  receiving  consolation  and  support  from 
the  true  source.  While  health  permitted,  he  was  very 
attentive  and  regular  in  his  attendance  at  public 
worship;  though  he  was  six  miles  from  church  he  w^as 
very  seldom  absent.  He  was  very  affable  in  his  manner, 
and  rdways  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  temporal  and 
spiritual  prosperity  of  the  congregation  of  which  he 
was  so  long  a  member.  He  was  a  solid,  faithful  and 
reliable  man,  a  wise  counsellor,  whose  advice  was 
always  taken  with  much  respect.  He  made  the  Bible 
his  daily  study,  and  found  much  pleasure  in  the  com- 
pany of  God's  people.  In  the  removal  of  their  beloved 
friend  and  brother,  at  the  age  of  fifty-six,  the  members 
of  Session  feel  more  than  ever  the  force  of  the  admoni- 
tion, '  Prepare  to  meet  thy  God,  O  Israel.' " 
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"Application  haviiifi^  been  made  In- the  IVesbytery 
of  Hamilton  to  the  Presbytery  of  Guelph  for  leave  to 
establish  a  new  congreij^ation  at  "  McCrae,"  a  station 
on  the  line  of  the  Credit  Valle\'  Railway,  the  eon<i^rega- 
tion  was  didy  cited  to  ap])ear  before  the  Presbytery  of 
Giielph  to  defend  their  interests  in  the  matter.  The 
Session  took  the  matter  into  consideration,  and  the 
Moderator,  in  a  carefidh'  prepared  paper,  embodied  the 
suggestions  made.  The  paper  was  read  and  adopted 
and  the  representatives  of  the  congregatif)n  were  auth- 
orized to  present  it  to  the  Presbytery  and  to  sustain  it 
before  that  venerable  body.''  After  considering  all  the 
interests  concerned  the  Presbytery  of  Guelph  declined 
to  at)prove  of  the  organization  of  a  new  congregation 
at  t'  ^  proposed  station. 

• 

At  its  meeting  of  October  16,  1885,  the  following 
minute  is  noted  :  "  The  Session  feel  called  upon  to  record 
the  loss  they  have  sustained  in  the  removal  by  death  of 
Mr.  Hugh  McNaughton,  a  ruling  elder  of  the  church  for 
the  last  sixteen  years.  F'or  over  five  years  Mr.  ^Ic- 
Naughton  suffered  from  a  severe  stroke  of  parah'sis 
until  on  Sabbath,  the  26th  Jidy,  the  messenger  of  peace 
released  him  from  the  wrecked  earthly  tabernacle  at  the 
age  of  70  years.  Mr.  McNaughton  was  one  of  the 
original  pioneers  of  Puslinch  and  a  mcm])er  of  DufTs 
Church  from  its  incepti(m.  He  always  maintained  a 
walk  and  conversation  becoming  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
and  was  endowed  with  more  than  ordinary  gifts  and 
graces,  which  he  humbly  and  cheerfully  devoted  to  the 
advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  the  church  of  which 
he  was  an  office  bearer.  He  was  beloved  by  all  who 
knew  him  on  account  of  his  gentle  and  amiable  charac- 
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tcr.  With  ])lcasure  the  Session  record  their  sense  of  the 
deep  interest  taken  by  their  ])rother  in  the  affairs  of  the 
ehureh  in  ;j^eneral,  but  more  es|x*cially  in  the  welfare 
of  the  eon^re<:^ation  with  which  he  has  been  identified 
from  its  genesis.  Through  all  the  vicissitudes,  trials 
and  chanfi^es  of  the  eventful  history  of  the  congre,2:ation, 
Mr.  MeXaughton  ])roved  himself  to  be  a  faithful  ser- 
vant, and  an  unflinching  friend.  His  departure  caused 
a  vacancv  in  the  Session  and  congregati(m  not  easilv 
filled." 

At  the  same  meeting,  "The  Moderator  was  ap- 
pointed to  consult  with  Mr.  Allan  McDiarmid,  an  elder 
from  another  congregation,  now  resident  within  our 
bounds,  with  a  view  to  have  his  name  submitted  to  the 
congregation  for  re-election  to  the  office  of  elder  in  Duff's 
church."  At  the  following  meeting  Mr.  McDiarmid 
was  ])resent,  and  "signified  his  acceptance  of  the  office 
of  elder,  to  which  he  was  recently  elected  by  the  Session 
and  congregation,"  and  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
1886,  his  induction  took  place. 

The  Session  is  again  called  upon  to  chronicle  the 
death  of  one  of  its  members:  "The  Session  would 
record  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  Andrew  McKobbie, 
which  took  place  at  his  residence,  at  Puslinch,  on  Nov- 
ember 28th,  1885,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness,  at 
the  age  of  71  years.  He  was  a  ruling  elder  in  this  con- 
gregation for  nearly  thirty  years.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  a  member  of  Session,  Presln-tery,  Synod, 
and  General  Assembly,  an  incident  that  seldom  happens 
at  the  decease  of  a  ruling  elder.  Mr.  McRobbie  took  an 
active  and  warm  interest  in  all  the  affairs  of  the  church. 
He  was  very  regular  and  conscientious  in  his  attend- 
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ance  at  the  services  of  DuflTs  chiireh.  Often,  in  the  days 
of  his  activity,  he  walked  there,  a  distance  of  five  miles 
from  church,  when  the  roads  were  bad,  or  not  conveni- 
ent for  him  to  take  out  his  conveyance.  He  w^as  in 
connection  with  the  congregation  vsince  its  organization 
more  than  half  a  century  ago.  The  Session  will  miss 
very  much  his  wise  and  judicious  counsel  in  their 
deliberations  as  a  Session,  but  their  loss  is  his  eternal 
gain." 

In  the  month  that  the  Session  ad()])ted  the  minute 
in  regard  to  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  McKobbie,  they 
sustained  another  loss  in  the  removal  by  death  cf  Mr. 
Walter  Cowan,  and  the  obitu^iry  record  is  as  follows: 
"  The  Session  is  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of 
its  most  ])rominent  members  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Walter  Cowan,  who  died  at  his  residence  on  Saljbath 
day,  June  20th,  in  the  sixty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  Mr. 
Cowan  suffered  for  a  long  time  acutely  from  cancer, 
which  resulted  in  his  death.  He  bore  his  affliction  with 
great  ])atiencc,  fortitude,  and  Christian  resignation, 
iind  yielded  up  his  sjiirit  in  the  faith  and  ho])e  of  a  glori- 
ous immortality.  He  was  connected  with  the  congre- 
gation of  Duffs  Church  for  fd)out  forty  years,  for  seven- 
teen of  which  he  filled  the  office  of  ruling  elder.  M.. 
Cowan  was  of  a  quiet,  unassuming  disposition,  genial, 
iiffable,  and  kind ;  always  ready  to  take  his  share  of 
congregational  duties,  and  to  co-operate  with  his 
brethren  in  every  good  work.  Mr.  Cowan  is  the  third 
member  of  Session  translated  within  twelve  months, 
thus  repeating  to  us  the  solemn  injunction,  '  Be  ye  also 
read}',  for  in  such  hour  as  ye  know  not  the  Son  of  man 
comcth.' " 
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The  lesion,  in  October,  1886,  "agreed  to  invite 
Mr.  William  McEachern,  an  elder  iioni  Harriston,  now 
resident  within  the  bonnds  of  Duff's  church,  to  become 
a  mend)cr  of  i'Y'ssion."  The  election  took  place  on  the 
18th  of  Novend)cr,  and  liis  inductif)n  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1887. 

In  the  records  of  June,  1887,  we  find  a  reference  to 
the  Gaelic  services:  "Hitherto,  on  sacramental  occa- 
sions, the  Gaelic  service  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Mori  iston.  It  was  submitted  to  the  Session  that  mem- 
bers attending  the  Gaelic  vService  were  so  few  that  the 
Session  house  would  afford  them  sufficient  aecommod^ 
tion,  the  service  in  both  languages  to  ])roceed  simultan- 
eously in  Liie  church  £ind  Session  house,  at  the  close  of 
the  English  service  the  Gaelic  communicants  to  enter 
the  church  and  occu])y  the  vacated  seats  at  the  eoir- 
numion  table.  The  Session  agreed  that  the  propOvSed 
arrangement  shotdd  1)ecfu-ried  into  effect,  and  the  result 
])roved  to  be  (piite  satisfactory."  This  arrangement 
has  been  observed  imtil  the  ])resent  time. 

The  congregation,  for  a  number  of  years,  had 
suffered  severely  from  removals,  deaths,  and  other 
causes,  and  the  red'iction  of  families  had  caused  much 
])erplexity  and  financial  embarrassment.  Many  con- 
flicting opinions  existed  concerning  the  causes  of 
congregational  decline,  and  iUuch  unwholesome  discus- 
sion led  up  to  an  imsatisfactorv  condition  of  afi'nii's, 
which  culminated  in  the  retirement  of  Dr.  McKay  from 
Ihe  ])astorate  on  August  11,  1881).  Dr.  McKay  was 
minister  of  the  congregation  for  sixteen  years,  his 
pastorate  being  t..e  longest  in  the  congregation's 
history.  He  has  fre(piently  visited  the  congregation 
since  on  communion  seasons,  and  man}' are  <'ver  pleased 
to  see  him.

PASTORATE  OF  TIIF  KKV.  W.  KOUHKTSON,  H.  A. 

"Dl'^TKR  tl'.c  rctii-Lincnt  of  Dr.  McKay  the  i)r()i)ositi()n 
Jm  ofuni(/n  with  Knox  Church,  West  Puslinch,  was 
considered.  A.tJclio|)])osition  was  manifested  for  a  time; 
but  after  mature  consideration,  the  interests  of  both 
con«»re^ations  seemed  to  re(|uire  it,  and  a  basis  of 
union  was  a,u^reed  u])on,  and  the  conditions  ratified  l)y 
the  interested  j)arties.  After  various  unsuccessful 
attempts  at  the  harmonious  selection  of  a  j)astor,  the 
conu^rci^ation  met  on  tliv.  *>th  day  of  Se])tember,  1S90, 
and  moderated  in  a  unanimous  call  to  the  Rev. 
William  Robertson,  B.  A.,  wl o  had  been  minister  of 
the  Waterdown  charge.  The  re.Li^ul'ir  mode  of  i)ro- 
cedme  was  observed,  and  Mr.  Robertson  .accepting 
the  call  was  inducted  on  October  21,  1S9().  The  Rev. 
Robert  Torrance,  D.I).,  Moderator  of  Session,;  /o.  tcni. 
presided,  and  addressed  the  coni^rcLcation,  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Winchester,  l...\.,  of  Berlin,  prea':hcd,  and  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Smith,  B.  D.,  addressed  the  minister.  On  the  same  day 
the  Session  read  an  ad  h*ess  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Torrance, 
expix'ssinsj^  their  a])prei  tion  of  his  s  .ipathetic,  kind, 
ano  courteous  care  ovei  them  during  the  \(n\ix  vacancy, 
and  assuring  him  that  **  his  com])osure  and  ])atience 
under  irritatinii  circumstances  had  contributed  not  a 
little  to  harmonize  and  heal  conllictin^  opinion,  and  to 
enhst  the  co-operation  of  all  to  accelerate  the  aus- 
])iciou  .  settlement  culminating  to-day  in  the  induction 
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of  the  Rev.  William  Koberson,  B.  A.,   to  the  pastoral 
oversight  of  the  congregation." 

The  pastor,  in  a  few  weeks,  avsked  the  Session  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  organizing  a  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E. 
The  Session  a])proved  of  the  suggestion,  and  a  strong 
society  of  young  people  was  organized.  Much  good 
work  was  acconi])lished  for  a  few  years,  but  local 
circumstances  changed,  similar  Societies  were  formed  in 
Morriston  and  Aberfoyle,  some  of  the  workers  devoted 
their  energies  to  the  church  Sabbath  School  which  had 
been  organized,  and  similar  work  in  the  other  sections 
of  the  church  called  for  the  concentrated  attention  of 
some  of  the  best  workers,  so  the  discontinuance  of  the 
Society  was  with  regret  agreed  ui)on. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  had  been  a  pronounced 
desire  on  the  part  of  many  to  modernize  the  church  life, 
but  in  a  congregation  so  con  ervative,  and  unaccus- 
tomed to  changes,  innovations  cannot  be  effected  spced- 
il\',  or  without  friction  and  intense  regret  on  tlie  ])art 
of  those  who  cling  to  the  old  ])aths  so  dear  to  them. 
The  present  seemed,  however,  an  opi)ortunc  time  to 
move,  so  at  the  meeting  of  Session  held  on  the  Ih'd  of 
January,  1891,  ''a  communication  from  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Y.  P.  S.C.E.  was  read,  expressing 
a  desire  to  have  the  Presbyterian  Hymnal  introduced 
into  the  service  of  the  church  and  of  the  society,  and 
re(  (nesting  the  Session  to  bring  the  subject  before  the 
congregation  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  Session 
agreed  to  lay  the  communication  before  the  annual 
meeting,  with  the  understanding  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Hymnal  should  not  have  ])rece(lence  of  the 
Psalms    and    Parai)hrases,    but    be    used    in    addition 
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thereto."  At  the  annual  meeting,  on  motion  of  Messrs. 
George  Meldrum  and  Alexander  McCaig,  it  was  greed 
that  "in  addition  to  the  Psalms  and  Paraphrases  the 
Presln'terian  Hymnal  be  introduced  into  the  services  of 
the  Church  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society." 

As  several  members  of  Session,  on  account  of  the 
infirmities  of  age,  were  no  longer  able  to  take  an  active 
])art  in  the  Session  work,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
have  an  increased  number  of  elders.  The  Session  made 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  an  election,  and  an 
examination  of  the  votes  cast  found  that  Messrs.  John 
D.Clark,  John  A.  Cockburn,  Wellwood  Cowan,  Andrev/ 
Munro,  Alexander  McCaig,  James  E.  McLean,  Duncan 
McKenzie,  and  William  Stratton,  jr.,  were  the  choice  of 
the  congregation.  On  ap])earing  before  the  Session  bv 
request,  the  ciders  elect  were  formally  notified  of  their 
call  to  the  office.  Mr.  John  D.  Clark  could  not  be  pre- 
vailed upon  to  accept  the  office,  but  the  other  seven 
consented  to  the  call  of  the  congregation,  and  were 
ordained  and  inducted  on  Sabbath,  the  10th  day  of 
May,  1891. 

At  the  first  meeting  after  the  addition  to  their  num- 
ber, "The  Session  took  into  consideration  the  most 
feasilile  and  best  wa\'  of  dividing  the  congregation  into 
visiting  districts,  and  giving  the  oversight  of  the 
families  in  each  district  to  the  resident  elders.  It  was 
nmtually  agreed  to  adopt  the  limits  of  the  School  Sec- 
tions within  the  bounds  of  the  congregjition  for  divid- 
i)  ^  lines,  and  to  appoint  the  resident  families  to  the 
oversight  of  the  resident  elders." 

At  the  March  meeting  of  Session,  1892,  "The 
Moderator  read  a  communiccition  from  Mr.  Hugh  Mc- 
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Diarniid  and  the  choir,  praying  the  Session  to  suliniit 
the  introduction  of  the  or^j^an  into  the  church  service  to 
a  vote  of  the  con^reij^ation.  Mr.  Husj^li  Cockburn, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Stratton,  moved  that  the  introduction 
of  the  or<^an  into  the  church  ser\  ice  be  submitted  to  a 
voteof  the  con^^rc\i2^ation.  Mr.  James  Mclvcan,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Stewart,  moved  in  amen(biient  tliat  the  motion 
be  ])()stponed  for  the  ])rcsent.  The  amencbnent  was 
carried."  The  clement  of  o[)position  to  the  use  of 
instrumeiitrd  music,  so  pronounced  in  former  years, 
seemed  stid  to  be  stroni^  in  the  Session,  and  as  the 
convnilsions  of  revolution  in  connection  with  innova- 
tions vire  always  injurious,  those  in  favor  of  the 
]3roposed  change  submitted  to  the  decision  of  the 
Session,  iKiicving  that  the  (piiet  force  of  natural  evolu- 
tion would  bring  about,  in  a  few  3'ears,  the  desired 
result. 

Although  no  Sabbath  School  had  ever  been  held  in 
the  church,  many  of  the  members  had  fully  appreciated 
the  importance  of  this  department  of  church  activity, 
and  had  been  engaged  in  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  Union  Sabbath  School  in  Morriston,  and  district 
schools  in  different  ])arts  of  the  congregation,  but,  in 
June,  1S92,  the  Session  noted,  '*A  proposition  being 
sub.nitted  in  regard  to  opening  a  Sabbath  School  in 
the  chiu'ch,  the  following  members  of  Session  were 
appointed  to  ascertain  the  views  of  parents  and  other 
interested  parties  in  the  matter,  viz.:  Messrs.  J.  A. 
Cockburn,  Munro,  McCaig,  JV^cDiarmid,  McEachern,  J. 
E.  McLean,  and  Stratton."  This  committee  seems  not 
to  have  reported  formally,  l)ut  the  question  again 
comes  before  the  Session   on  January  31,    1893.     "A 
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]ir()])()sal  to  ()])eii  n  Sn1)l)<'ilii  School  in  the  cliiirch  was 
sii])niittc(l  by  Mr.  Stratton.  After  sonic  consideration 
and  (hscnssion,  Mr.  Ihiii^h  Cockburn,  seconded  by  Mr. 
McDiarniid,  moved  that  the  o{  enir.ii  of  the  Sch  )ol  ])e 
deferred  for  further  consideration.  Mr. John  Cockbnrn, 
seconded  by  Mr  James  E.  McLean,  moved  in  amend- 
ment, that  the  Scission  (h)  now  i^^ive  consent  to  have  the 
Sabbath  Scliool  o})ened  in  the  chnrch  in  connection 
with  the  eonLirejj^ation,  bnt  tliat  no  steps  l)e  taken  to 
rs^anize  tlic  School  until  the  latter  part  of  March.  The 
jimcndment  carried."  It  will  ever  remain  a  mystery 
that  exception  should  be  taken  to  the  organization  of 
a  Sabbath  School  in  the  church.  The  Church  has  an 
inalienable  ri<>ht  to  instruct  her  own  youth  under  her 
own  immediate  superintendence.  The  attendance  at  a 
Union  Sabbath  Scliool  and  the  Sc'dibath  Schools  of 
other  denominations  should  not  j)reclude  the  Church 
from  the  privilei^e  and  duty  of  making  Sabbath  School 
provision  for  her  own  children.  The  Saliliath  School 
was  ori^anizcd,  notwithstanding"  stronp^  opj^osition 
from  some  members  of  Session  and  others,  the  attend- 
ance has  fully  justified  its  existence,  and  much  good  has 
been  accomplished. 

At  the  meeting  when  the  (juestion  of  Sabbath  School 
organization  was  decided,  Mr.  James  McLean  tendered 
his  resignation  of  the  office  of  Session  Clerk,  which 
resignation  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  tal)le.  At  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  his  resignation  w^as  considered,  the 
Session  exj)ressing  deep  regret  at  the  prospect  of  losing 
the  services  of  so  valued  an  officer,  and  asking  him  to 
reconsider  his  decision.  Mr.  McLean,  however,  adhered 
to  his  resignation,  w  hich   was  consecjuently  accepted, 
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the  sincere  thanks  ot  the  Session  were  tendered  him  for 
his  loni^  and  faithfvil  serviee,  and  aeonimittee  appointed 
to  ])re])are  a  minnte  cxj^ressive  ot  the  mind  of  the 
Session,  to  be  en<j:rossed  in  the  Session  reeords.  At  the 
next  meetinij:  the  ommittee  submitted  the  following, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Session  :  "In  acceptin<^  the 
resi.i2^nation  of  Mr.  James  McLean,  the  Session  resolves  to 
l)ut  on  record  their  <j:ratitiide  to  the  ^reat  Head  of  the 
Church  for  sparine:  the  hfe  of  His  servant  for  so  many 
years,  and  would  sincerely  thank  Mr.  McLean  for  his 
careful,  painstakin^j^,  and  efficient  service  during  the 
long  ]K'riod  of  twenty-hve  years,  when  he  dieted  in  the 
capacity  of  Clerk  of  the  Session ;  and  their  ])rayer  to 
God  is  that  he  may  yet  be  spared  many  years  to  labor 
for  his  Saviour  in  the  Session  and  in  the  church  he  loves 
so  well." 

On  May  23,  1S93,  Mr.  John  A.  Cockburn  was 
elected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Session  to  the 
office  of  Session  Clerk,  and  has  continued  to  perform 
the  duties  faithfully  till  the  present  time. 

For  many  ^-ears  tem])erancc  principles,  more  or  less 
advanced,  have  been  advocated,  and  not  a  few  have 
had  pronounced  views  against  the  use  of  fermented 
wine  at  the  communion  services;  so  the  Session,  in 
January,  iT^94,  reasonably  decided  that,  as  no  injury 
was  likely  to  be  connected  with  the  discontinuance  of 
fermented  wine,  and  the  substitution  of  unfermented, 
the  latter  shoidd  henceforth  be  used  in  the  sacred 
ordinance.  This  change  seems  to  have  given  entire 
satisfaction. 

After  waiting  somewhat  impatienth'  for  more  than 
two  years,  the  choir  again  communicates  with  the  Ses- 
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sion  in  September,  IcSl)^:  ''A  eonimiinication  was  read 
from  Mr.  Geori^e  Meldrum,  sceretary  of  the  ehoir,  ])ray- 
inu^  the  Session  to  reeonsider  the  ])etition  sent  ])y  the 
ehoir  some  years  ago,  in  referenee  to  submitting  the 
organ  (juestion  to  a  vote  of  the  eongregation.  Aiter 
due  eonsideration  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  McXaughton, 
seeonded  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Coekburn,  and  unanimously  re- 
solved, that  we  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  eongregation 
the  (juestion  of  introducing  the  use  of  the  organ  into 
the  ehureh  services;  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  to  pre- 
pare ballots  for  the  same."  Soon  after  the  vote  was 
taken  the  Session  met  to  consider  the  question  in  the 
light  of  the  ballots  cast  for  and  against  the  use  of  the 
organ.  It  was  found  that  S4  members  had  voted  for 
the  use  of  the  organ,  and  17  against,  with  59  adherents 
for  and  7  against.  The  total  nvnnber  for  was  found  to 
be  148,  and  the  full  nund)cr  against  24.  "The  follow- 
ing resolution  was  then  moved  by  Mr.  John  A.  Cock- 
burn,  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  E.  McLean:  That,  lifter  care- 
fully considering  the  b^dlots  cast  for  and  against  the 
organ,  rUid  all  circumstances  connected  therewith,  we 
unanimously  agree  that  it  would  not  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  congregation  to  introduce  the  organ 
into  the  church  services  at  present."  Tiie  (juestion  of 
instrumental  music  in  thechurc.i  service  was  thus  again 
disposed  of,  only  to  l)e  revived  at  some  ftiture  time,  as 
the  feeling  in  the  congregation  was  now  known  to  be 
so  strong  in  favor  of  the  use  of  the  organ  that  the 
majority  nnist  be  recognized.  Two  years  later,  Mr. 
Hugh  McDiarmid  sent  the  Session  his  resignation  as 
leader  ot  the  choir.  The  Session,  anxious  to  retain  his 
services,  a])pointcd  a  committee  to  confer  with  him, 
with   the   view   of  having  him  continue  leatler  of  the 
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service  of  ])raisc.  This  committee  rci)orted  that,  having 
had  a  conference  with  Mr.  McDiarmid,  they  had  failed 
to  ^et  him  to  withdraw  his  resij^nation.  The  Moder- 
ator and  Mr.  James  E.  McLean  then  a^j^reed  to  wait  on 
him.  They  assured  him  of  the  earnest  desire  of  the 
Session  and  consj^rei^ation  to  have  him  continue  as 
leader  of  the  praise  service,  and  sought  to  remove  any 
difficulties  that  he  had  experienced.  After  some  con- 
sideration, Mr.  McDiarmid  said  he  would  continue  as 
leader  of  the  choir,  if  the  Session  would  ^ve  their 
consent  to  the  use  of  the  organ  in  the  church  service, 
althou«2^h  the  absence  of  the  origan  had  not  been  the 
cause  of  his  resii^nation.  This  was  reported  to  the 
Session  in  Mnrch,  1S9(),  and,  "after  due  consideriition, 
it  was  m()ve<l  by  Mr.  Jas.  E.  McLean,  seconded  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Cockburn,  that  we  defer  the  cc^nsideration  of  intro- 
duciuii;  the  orii^an  until  the  first  of  June."  This  motion 
was  carried.  On  the  tirst  of  June,  "the  (juestion  of 
introducinsj^  the  origan  into  the  pid)lic  worship  of  the 
sanctuary  was  taken  up  and  considered,  and  after  due 
deliberation,  the  following  conclusion  was  arrived  at: 
Whereas  the  congregation  have  recorded  a  majority 
vote  in  favor  of  instrumental  music,  we,  as  a  Session, 
are  agreed  to  give  our  consent  to  the  introduction  of 
the  same,  and  liand  the  matter  over  to  the  Hoard  of 
Managers  to  make  further  provision  therefor."  When 
the  (|uestion  came  before  the  Managers  they  agreed  to 
canvass  the  congregation  for  subscri])ti()ns  to  ])urchasc 
an  organ,  but  sti])ulated  that  unless  the  amount 
])romised  be  surticient  for  the  purchase  they  would  not 
proceed.  The  financial  resjjonse  of  the  congregation 
was  found  to  be  inade(puite  to  meet  the  stii)ulati<)ns  of 
the   Managers,   who   declined   to    incur    anv    financial

obliiration ;  so,  by  resolution,  they  left  the  matter  over 
till  the  c'liinual  meetinu^  of  the  eonj^regation,  in  Jainiary. 
At  that  nieetinjj^  the  ehairman,  Mr.  Ihi«^^h  Coekburn, 
found  this  ([uestion  on  the  doeket  of  business,  and  ^.^ave 
the  (>i)])()rtunity  for  its  consideration;  but  no  one 
seemed  desirous  of  dealin^^  with  it,  so  no  aetion  was 
taken.  At  the  elose  of  this  meeting,  Mr.  Hugh  MeDiar- 
mid  again  resigned  the  leadership  of  the  ehoir  to  two 
of  the  elders,  who  reported  it  to  a  meeting  of  Session  in 
February,  1897,  "  when,  on  motion  of  Mr.  A.  Munro, 
seconded  by  Mr.  James  E.  McLean,  his  resignation 
was  accepted.  An  ^ipplication  for  the  position  of  ehoir 
leader  Wcis  then  read  from  Mr.  John  M.  Frey.  After 
due  consideration  it  w^as  moved  by  Mr.  A.  Mimro, 
seconded  by  Mr.  John  A.  Coekburn,  that  the  a])])lica- 
tion  be  acce])ted  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  motion 
carried  unanimously."  There  was  a  re-organization  of 
the  choir  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Frey,  and  the 
organ  cptestion  was  again  considered.  Mr.  Geo.  J. 
Meldrum,  the  Secretary,  interviewed  the  Board  of  Man- 
agement and  re(juested  them  to  permit  the  choir  to 
assume  all  responsibility  in  the  purchase  of  a  suitable 
instrument.  As  the  Managers'  pro])ositi(m  had  failed, 
and  the  ccmgrcgcition  showed  no  disposition  to  exert 
itself,  the  rccpiest  was  willingly  granted.  The  choir, 
with  commendable  energy,  sought  sul)scriptions,  re- 
ceived encournging  res])onse,  and,  although  obliged  to 
assume.',  for  a  short  time,  a  small  indebted :is,  pur- 
chased an  excellent  organ,  and  set  at  rest  a  ijucstion 
that  had  cjiused  a  good  deal  of  irritation  for  a  con- 
siderable time. 

The  (|uestion  "  To  whom  is  Baj^tism  to  be  admin- 
istered," has  always  been  a  perplexing  one  in  practical

administration.  Some  years  ago  the  General  Assembly 
took  action  regarding  what  may  be  termed  S])ecial 
cases,  and  the  nature  of  their  acticm  as  contained  in 
the  words  of  the  Rev.  Principfd  Caven,  was  as  follows  : 
"  The  Assembly  declared  that  Christian  parents  should 
not  neglect  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  nor 
suppose  that  the  spiritual  attainments  recjuired  in 
order  to  discharge  the  vows  laid  on  them  in  receiving 
baptisrii  for  their  children,  were  lower  than  those  re- 
(juired  of  communicants;  and  the  pastors  of  persons 
who  had  not  attained  clear  views  on  this  subject  were 
exhorted  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  remove  the  miscon- 
ception referred  to.  Nevertheless,  Sessions  should  be  at 
liberty,  in  the  mean  time,  to  allow  baptism  in  the  case 
of  parents  n'ho  seem  to  be  followers  of  Christ,  and 
who  could  ')e  trusted  to  ],ring  up  their  children  as 
Christian  |»arents  should  do,  though  they  were  not 
actually  communicants."  Action  similar  to  the  General 
Assembly's  deliverance  has  been  observed  throughout 
the  Session's  history  in  dealing  with  special  cases.  Al- 
though a  narrower  interpretation  of  the  answer  in  the 
Shorter  Catechism  has  caused  perplexing  differences  of 
opinion,  yet  individual  members  have  not  the  privilege 
of  taking  action,  in  their  (official  capacity,  contriiry  to 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Church.  To 
avoid  recurring  difficulties  the  Session  has  sought  to 
make  j-pecitic  regulations  concerning  the  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  in  harmony  with  the  deliverance  of  the  Gene- 
ral Asscinbly,  which  are  here  presented  in  the  following 
extracts  of  Session  minutes:  January  30,  1894,  '*The 
(juestion  of  baptism  was  taken  up  and  considered, 
when  it  was  agreed  that  when  the  Ordinance  of  Bap- 
tism was  to  be  administered  outside  of  the  jniblic  sane 
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tuar\',  notice  of  the  same  is  to  be  given  from  the 
pulpit ;  and  in  cases  where  neither  parent  *s  a  memlier 
of  the  church  in  full  communion,  at  least  one  of  the 
parents  must  come  before  the  Session  to  make  personal 
application  for  baptism  for  their  children."  On  De- 
cember 20,  1898,  "It  was  moved  by  Mr.  Hugh  Cock- 
bu^n,  seconded  by  Mr.  James  E.  McLean,  and  resolved, 
that  any  j^erson  or  persons  applying  to  this  Session  for 
himself  or  herself,  or  for  their  children,  for  the  sacra- 
ment of  Baptism,  be  required  to  stand  the  same  exam- 
ination as  persons  uniting  with  the  Church  in  full 
communion ;  and  that  the  ({uestions  found  in  the  Book 
of  Forms  be  put  by  the  Moderator,  before  the  Session, 
or  a  deputation  of  the  Session.  If  then  the  Session  is 
satisfied  that  they  are  proper  persons  to  receive  bap- 
tism, for  themselves  or  for  their  children,  the  Modera- 
tor may  proceed  to  administer  the  sacrament,  and  the 
names  of  the  parties  shall  be  placed  on  a  roll  kept  for 
the  purpose ;  the  Session  then  to  have  the  same  over- 
sight over  them  as  persons  in  full  communion.  Should 
such  persons  have  any  scruples,  doubts,  or  fears,  in 
coming  to  the  Lord's  table,  to  commemorate  His  dying 
love,  they  shall  be  left  to  the  freedom  of  their  own  will 
and  be  kindly  spoken  to,  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
Moderator,  or  any  member  of  Session." 

An  important  feature  of  the  congregation,  and  re- 
garded with  peculiar  interest,  is  the  large  nui  iber  who, 
born  in  ihe  congregation  or  for  a  time  prominently  con- 
nected with  its  activity,  have  entered  the  ministry  of 
the  church.  The  following  are  their  names  and  date  of

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CHAPTER   VT. 

nKPAKTMINTS  OF  CHURCH   ACTIVITY. 

/. — Bonrd  of  Management. 

OX  the  1st  of  Janiinrv,  1S45,  the  coiigrc\u:ation  con- 
sidered a  i^roposition  for  the  csta1)lishnient  of  a 
Deacons'  Court  whose  functions  over  the  financial 
affairs^of  the  conm'csration  would  be  similar  to  that  of 
the  Session  over  the  spiritual  interests.  The  members 
of  the  Deacons'  Court  would  be  ordained  to  the  office 
and  be  intrusted  with  a  life  service.  The  ])roposition 
met  so  much  opposition  that  it  v.  as  deemed  advisable 
to  urge  it  no  further.  In  1S51,  the  Moderator,  with 
the  cordial  sanction  of  the  Session,  again  called  upon  the 
congregation  to  consider  this  question,  and  after  fully 
explaining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  ])ro])osed  court, 
and  the  advantages  expected,  the  congregation  almost 
unanimously  decided  against  the  introduction  of  such  a 
court.  From  the  inception  of  the  congregation,  man- 
agers chosen  In^  the  mend)ers  had  been  intrusted  with 
the  financial  matters.  Their  duties  seem  not  to  have 
been  defined,  and  they  had  little  administrative  ])ower 
besides  collecting  stipend  funds  from  a  system  of  pew 
rents  determined  by  the  congregation.  Their  authority 
terminated  when  they  handed  over  the  collected 
amounts  to  the  treasurer  oi   the  congregation.     This 
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system  seems  to  have  been  operated  with  dissatisfac- 
tion, more  and  more  pronounced,  until  at  a  congrega- 
tional nieetin<^  held  in  January-,  1S67,  on  motion  of 
Messrs.  Robert  Forbes  and  D.  Cameron  it  was  decided 
"that  the  system  of  collecting  pew  rents  by  managers 
be  abolished ;  and  that  three  trustees  be  annually 
elected,  on  the  ])rinciplc  of  and  vested  with  the  same 
])owers  as  school  trustees  have,  to  manage  the  temporal 
affairs  of  this  congregation."  Messrs.  Robert  Forbes. 
Hugh  Cockburn,  and  John  Smith  were  then  elected  the 
tirst  trustees  of  the  church.  The  ])lan  of  operating  the 
financial  affairs  In'  three  trustees,  with  well  defined 
powers,  seems  to  have  l)een  capable  of  improvement  as 
the  finances  are  again  in  an  imsatisfactory  state ;  so  at 
the  annual  congregational  meeting  held  in  January-, 
1887,  a  Board  of  Managers  composed  of  Messrs  Wm. 
Beattie,  John  A.  Cockburn,  John  D.  Clark,  Archibald 
Marshall,  Alexander  McLean,  Jr.,  James  McLean, 
Daniel  McFarlane,  Daniel  McNaughton,  and  Wm.Strat- 
ton,  Jr.,  was  api)ointed  to  act  conjointly  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  then  composed  of  Messrs.  Alexander 
McLean,  Sen.,  Wm.Stratton,Sen.,  and  Andrew  Munro, 
This  united  Board  of  three  trustees  and  nine  managers 
constitutes  the  system  of  financial  management  that 
has  obtained  till  the  present  time.  It  took  several 
years  to  clothe  the  Board  of  Manngers  with  the  author- 
ity and  res])onsibility  recommended  f<^r  guidance  in  the 
Book  of  Forms.  The  best  of  regulations  aic  not  a])])re- 
ciated  by  those  who  feel  disturbed  bv  new  modes  of 
])rocedure,  yet  gradually  the  true  position  of  the  man- 
agers was  recognized.  The  Chairman  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  are  appointed  annually  from  among  the 
members  of  the   Board.      The  congregation  is  divided 
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into  districts  and  managers  have  charge  of  the  financial 
interests  of  the  se]3arate  (Hstricts.  Reeei])ts  are  t^iven 
to  all  who  contribute  to  the  support  of  ordinances,  the 
Sabbath  offerings  are  counted  and  marked  by  a  com- 
mittee before  being  hiindc  to  the  treasurer,  a  de- 
tailed iinancial  statemen  with  the  total  recei])ts  and 
exiK'n(Htures  is  printed  annually  and  distributeil, giving 
satisfactory  information  concerning  all  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  congregation.  In  addition  to  the  ordin- 
ary revenue  for  the  sui)port  of  ordinances,  the  congre- 
gation came  into  possession  of  over  $1,000  accruing 
from  the  sale  of  80  acres  of  the  church  lot  a  few  years 
ago.  By  petition  through  the  Presbytery  to  the  Legis- 
lature a  special  enactment  was  obtained  for  the  sale  of 
this  ])roperty,  the  receipts  of  which  were  to  be  ap])lied 
onh'  for  permanent  improvements  in  connection  with 
the  Presbyterian  congregations  of  Puslinch.  With  this 
money  the  church  was  repaired,  horse  sheds  built, 
fencing  dc)ne,  and  a  ])latform  erected.  The  manse  was 
also  made  more  comfortable ;  a  barn,  stables,  driving 
shed,  &c.,  were  built,  the  glebe  fences  improved,  and 
much  general  improvement  made  on  the  church  ])r()- 
perty. 

Mr.  David  Mch^arlane  was  ai)pointe(l  Treasurer  in 
1843,  and  continued  to  hold  the  office  for  several  years. 
His  house  was  burned  while  he  was  in  office,  and  as  very 
little  was  saved,  it  is  likely  that  all  church  records  held 
by  him  at  the  time  were  destroyed.  M r.  James  Mclvcan 
was  appointed  Secretary-Treasurer  in  18()3,  and  con- 
tinued in  the  office  80  years,  and  on  resigning  in  1S93 
the  thanks  of  the  congregation  were  tendered  him  for 
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the  faithful  and  efficient  manner  in  whieh  he  had  dis- 
eliar^ed  his  (kitievS  for  so  many  years.  Mr.  T.  D.  Day 
was  ap})ointed  his  sueeessor,  and  Mr.  Daniel  MeN£in<j^h- 
ton  became  his  sueeessor  in  1897,  and  is  the  present 
occu])ant  of  the  i)ositi()n.  The  prCvSent  meml)ers  of  the 
Board  of  Management  are  Messrs.  Daniel  Mclarlane, 
chairman  ;  Daniel  MeNauij^hton,  secretary-treasurer  ; 
John  D.  Clark,  Christopher  McBeath,  Daniel  McKenzie, 
Mal'-'olm  Kennedy,  Geo.  J.  Meldrum,  Duncan  MeKenzie, 
John  W.  Kerr,  Hu<::h  Ross,  Thomas  D.  Day,  and  Peter 
MeKenzie,  who  has  removed  to  British  Columbia. 


//. — Tlw  Siihhiilh  Schools  of  the  Congregation. 


1. — Ikulenoeh  Scthhnth  School. 

When  Mr.  Meldrum  was  pastor  of  the  conjj^resj^a- 
tion,  and  had  his  home  in  Badenoch  at  the  residence  of 
]\Ir.  Peter  McLean,  sen.,  he  was  accustomed  to  invite 
the  i)eople  for  Sabbath  instruction  after  the  regular 
service  of  the  sanctuar3'.  Although  there  was  no 
formal  organization,  yet  these  Sabbath  classes  may  be 
regarded  as  the  origin  of  the  Sabbath  School  which 
has  now  existed  for  more  than  half  a  century.  When 
the  old  log  school  house  stood  on  the  9th  concession,  it 
was  too  far  from  the  centre  of  the  vSection,  so  a  summer 
Sabbath  School  was  held  near  the  Badenoch  black- 
smith's sho]),  in  the  oi)en  air  beside  a  large  pile  of 
logs,  arranged  for  seating  accommodation.  Mr. 
Angus  Clark,  an  earnest  Christian,  usually  opened 
and  closed  the  meetings  with  prayer.  With  him 
as    co-workers    were     Messrs.     Peter    Grant,   Dutton, 
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and  James  McLean,  then  ])iil3lic  school  teacher,  who 
taught  a  class  of  boys  in  the  Gaelic  lan,<;ua<i^e.  The  first 
superintendent,  so  far  as  can  be  learned  from  authentic 
sources,  was  Mr.  Lauchlan  Kennedy,  who  is  now  nearly 
a  centenarian,  bein;^  in  his  DGth  year,  the  oldest  person 
in  the  townshi]).  He  was  faithful  in  his  duties  as  sup- 
erintendent of  the  school,  and  long  continued  to  have 
a  willin'j:  interest  in  tlie  instruction  of  the  vounsj:. 
Although  he  had  excellent  command  of  the  English 
language,  he  always  used  the  Gaelic  in  prayer  ;  and  it 
will  not  soon  be  forgotten  how  strangely  reverential 
were  the  prayers  in  this  venerable  language,  when  all 
the  other  vServices  were  in  English.  Many,  particularly 
in  Badenoch,  have  feelings  of  very  great  regard  for  this 
aged  servant  of  the  Lord.  The  next  su])erinten(lent 
was  Mr.  Robert  Goudy,  an  earnest  evangelical  man, 
who  introduced  the  singing  of  hymns  in  the  Sabbath 
School.  His  term  was  short,  as  the  Master  called  him 
to  a  higher  service  above.  The  next  to  hold  this  im- 
portant olhce  was  Mr.  James  E.  McLean,  who  con- 
tinued for  a  nundx'r  of  \ears  to  discharge  the  duties 
with  great  earnestness  and  efheiency  until  business 
engagements  prevented  his  regular  attendance.  He, 
however,  has  been  able  to  do  a  great  deal  as  Bible  CkivSS 
teacher,  which  ])()sition  he  still  holds.  He  also  takes  a 
leading  part,  as  circumstances  permit,  in  C()n<lucting 
Sabbath  evening  meetings  during  the  winter  season, 
and  in  promoting  all  other  religious  interests  in  the 
neiirhborhood.  Mr.  McLean  was  succeeded  bv  Mr. 
Dugald  McDonald,  who  was  an  active,  painstaking 
othcer,  but  remained  in  the  neighborhood  onlv  a  short 
time  after  his  ai)pointmcnt,  so  his  relationship  to  the 
Sabbath  School  soon  terminated. 
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The  next  su])erintendent  was  Mr.  Willi  ;m  Stratton, 
an  efficient  officer,  whose  mild,  pleasing  manner  won 
him  much  favor,  and  it  was  with  much  regret  the 
school  learned  that  Sabbath  School  interests  in  his  own 
section  necessitated  a  discontinuance  of  the  ha])py  rela- 
tionship. 

His  successor  was  the  ])resent  superintendent,  Mr. 
Wm.  F".  Patterson,  who,  with  ])ronounced  energy  and 
with  an  excellent  staff  of  teachers  and  officers,  has 
brought  the  school  to  the  present  high  standard.

^. — Sabbath  School  in  School  Section  No.  5. 

The  Sabbath  School  in  School  Section  No.  5  dates 
back  to  the  year  1857.  The  Rev.  Alex.  McLean  was 
accustomed  to  hold  a  service  occasionally  on  Sabbath 
afternoons  in  the  school  hoitse.  Mr.  John  Morrison, 
now   the   Rev.  John   Morrison,   of  Ccdarville,  was   the 
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teacher  of  the  pul)lic  school  then,  and  suggested  the 
organization  of  a  Sabljath  School.  He  acted  as  Super- 
intendent until  the  autumn  of  1858,  when  he  returned 
to  Knox  College  to  continue  his  studies  for  the  minis- 
try. He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Francis  W.  Parries, 
afterwards  well-known  as  the  Rev.  F.  \Y.  I'arries,  of 
Knox  Church,  Ottawa,  who  continued  to  kec])  up  the 
interest  in  the  Sabbath  School.  Then  we  find  that  Mr. 
Arthur  Oliver,  a  tinsmith  of  Morriston,  taught  the 
Sabbath  School  in  the  year  1861.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  James  Little,  now  the  Rev.  James  Little,  of 
Bethel  and  Bryanston.  We  find  also  that  Mr.  Alex- 
ander Warren  was  public  and  Sabbath  school  teacher 
in  1864,  but  how  long  before  or  after  is  not  remembered. 
During  Mr.  Warren's  vacations  Mr.  Alexander  McCaig 
took  charge  of  the  Sabbath  School,  and  when  he  left 
the  section  Mr.  McCaig  continued  in  charge,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Peter  Stewart.  This  arrangement  continued 
for  many  years  and  a  pleasing  and  profitable  interest 
was  maintained.  Increasing  infirmities  prevented  Mr. 
F*eter  Stewart's  regular  attendance,  but  other  earnest 
workers  willingly  assisted.  After  many  3'ears  of  faith- 
ful service  Mr.  McCaig  felt  constrained  to  retire  from  the 
school  in  the  year  in  1895.  Mr.  Andrew  Munro  then 
in  1896,  at  the  unanimous  recjuest  of  the  section,  ac- 
cepted their  invitation  to  be  Superintendent.  He  c(m- 
tinued  to  conduct  the  school  with  encouraging  success 
for  two  seasons;  then  removing  from  the  neighborhood, 
his  connection  necessarily  terminated. 

Mr.  William  Stratton,  Jr.,  then  received  an  urgent 
re(ptest  to  become  Superintendent,  and  although  Su|)er- 
intendent  of  another  Si  bbath  School,   was  prevailed 
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Upon  to  accept  the  position  in  1898,  and  continues  the 
excellerrt  work  of  his  predecessors  with  harmony  and 
success.  . 

An  origan  has  been  ])urchased  this  year  and  its  use 
is  acconi])anied  with  a  meirked  improvement  in  the 
praivse  service. 

The  school  is  kept  open  six  months  of  the  \'ear,  but 
Sabl)ath  evenin<T^  services  arc  hekl  monthly  by  the 
pastor  with  a  ^ratifyinjj^  attendance.

S.—Snbhath  School  at  No.  10. 

The  Sabbath  School  in  Section  Xo.  10  had  its  origin 
in  the  old  stone  school  house,  in  the  year  1860.  Mr. 
Peter  McLaren,  who  had  just  begun  his  work  as  public 
school  teacher,  realized  the  importance  of  Sabbath 
School  instruction,  and  without  any  formal  organiza- 
tion, gathered  the  people  together  for  a  Sabbath  class. 
For  several  years  there  was  no  division  of  classes,  and 
Mr.  McLaren  was  the  only  teacher,  keeping  the  school 
open    during   the    summer    months.      The    increasing 
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attendance  necessitatcvi  division  into  classes,  Mr.  Mc- 
Laren taking  the  older  class  of  boys,  and  was  assisted 
bv  the  late  Andrew  McRobbie,  F".  R.  Beattie,  Miss 
Catharine  McKobbie,  the  late  Miss  Ann  McF^'arlane, 
and  Miss  Mag<^ie  McKeracher  (now  Mrs.  John  Don u:- 
las),  who  may  be  re«iarded  as  the  first  staff  of  teachers 
in  the  school.  Mr.  McLaren  continued  to  work  faith- 
fully as  Superintendent  and  teacher  until  severing  his 
connection  with  the  Section,  in  ISSO.  It  isofs])ecial 
interest  to  note  that  several  young  men  who  have 
entered  the  ministry  of  the  Church  received  their  early 
training  in  clasvsics  from  Mr.  McLaren,  and  look  back 
upon  his  pronounced  religious  infiuence  with  enduring 
gratitude.  Few  sections  in  Canada  have  a  record  for 
religious  and  educational  residts  to  be  compared  with 
1' at  of  No.  10,  and  Mr.  McLaren  has  with  propriety 
been  designated  the  "  Professor  of  Puslinch."  During 
the  summer  of  1881,  without  any  regularly  appointed 
superintendent,  the  school  was  led  by  Air.  (now  Rev.) 
John  Little,  and  Mr.  John  A.  Cock  burn,  alternately. 
In  the  S])ring  of  1882,  Mr.  Cockburn  was  asked  to  lead 
the  school,  and  has  been  elected  superintendent  every 
year  since  that  time.  During  all  these  years  the  best  of 
harmcmy  has  prevailed.  The  energetic  sujierintendent, 
and  a  willing  staff  of  teachers  and  officers,  have  had 
much  encouragement,  and  their  efforts  have  been 
crowned  with  marked  success. 

It  is  worthy-  of  special  mention  that  from  this 
school  have  gone  forth  to  enter  the  ministry  the  follow- 
ing:—G.  G.  McRobbie,  Ph.D.,  F.  R.  Beattie^  D.D.,  D.  M. 
Beattie,  B.A.,  (deceased),  W.  E.  Beattie,  B.A.,  D.  C. 
^  McKenzie,  M.A.,  (deceased),  R.  Watt,  P.  J.  McLaren, 
B.A.,  J.  M.  McLaren,  B.A.,  J.  Little,  and  R.  T.  Cockburn.

A  few  years  ago  a  Bible  class  for  the  winter  months 
was  formed,  and  the  meetings  held  on  Sabbath  even- 
ings. As  the  Sabbath  School  is  always  closed  ♦br  the 
winter,  these  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and 
partake  largely  of  a  Young  People's  Society,  when  the 
Sabbath  School  lessons  for  the  day  are  regularly 
studied. 

This  school,  which  for  many  years  held  the  foremost 
place  in  the  township,  has,  on  account  of  heavy  losses, 
through  removals antl  social  changes, been  considerably 
reduced  in  nunil)ers,  but  its  high  standard  is  well 
maintained. 

4 —The  Church  Siihbnth  School. 

The  Sabbath  School  which  meets  in  the  church  was 
organized  on  the  27th  of  March,  1893.     In  response  to 
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an  invitation  from  the  pulpit,  a  considerable  nuniber 
who  were  interested  met,  and  after  full  consideration 
djcided  to  organize  a  Sabbath  School  in  the  church. 
Mr.Wm.  Stratton  was  elected  superintendent,  Mr. John 
McDonald,  secretary- treasurer  ;  and  Mrs.  T.  I).  Day, 
organist.  The  following  were  the  first  teachers  : — Mrs. 
W.  Robertson,  Mrs.  John  D.  Clark,  Miss  Elizabeth 
Meldrum,  JVliss  Penelope  McLean,  Miss  Hannah 
McLean,  Miss  Xicklin,  and  Mr.  John  A.  Cockburn. 

The  school  met  for  the  first  time  (m  the  i)lh  of  April, 
at  9.80 a.m.,  with  a  hopeful  attendance.  In  the  winter 
months  the  attendance  is  somewhat  reduced  ;  but  it  is 
considered  ])rofitable  to  continue  without  interrui)tion 
during  the  whole  year. 

A  specird  feature  of  this  school  is  the  Home  De])art- 
ment,  which  was  organized  three  years  ago.  Miss 
Elizabeth  Meldrum,  as  delegate  to  the  Provincial  Con- 
vention held  in  Toronto,  heard  of  the  work  of  Dr.  W.  A. 
Duncan,  of  Syracuse,  the  originator  of  the  Home  De- 
partment of  the  Sabbath  School.  As  his  })lans  were 
presented,  his  success  noted  and  the  great  ])ossibilities 
portrayed,  she  became  so  impressed  with  the  practica- 
bility of  the  scheme  for  increased  Sabbath  School  use- 
fulness, that,  with  a  zeal  worth}^  of  a  good  cause,  she 
recommended  its  introduction.  She  and  two  others 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  corsider  the  question, 
and  ])re])are  a  ])lan,  if  deemed  advisable.  Recommend- 
ations were  made  to  the  school  and  a(lo])ted  ;  Miss  Mel- 
drum was  appointed  Superintendent  of  this  Home  De- 
partment. She,  and  the  Su])erintendent  of  the  main 
school,  were  empowered  to  divide  the  territory  of  the 
Sabbath  School  into  districts,   appoint  a  visitor  over 
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each  district,  and  c()m])lcte  the  organization.  MivSvS 
Mcldruni,  with  the  visitors  appointed  for  each  district, 
then  called  upon  all  the  families,  explained  the  plan  and 
puri)ose,  and  met  with  much  encouragement.  Some  of 
the  aged,  heads  of  families,  and  very  young  children, 
who  cannot  attend  the  Sabbath  School,  have  the  i)rivi- 
lege  of  studying  the  Sabbath  School  lessons  regularly 
at  home.  In  some  homes  the  daily  readings  of  the  In- 
ternational Bible  Reading  Association  are  regularly 
read,  giving  a  profitable  course  of  Bible  reading,  and 
bringing  the  whole  family  into  vital  sympathy  with 
Sabbath  School  work.  Great  possibilities  will  yet  be 
realized  by  this  new  department  of  Sabbath  School 
extension.  A  very  strong  devotion  and  abiding  interest 
have  characterized  the  workers  in  this  school.  The  first 
secretary,  although  in  British  Columbia  for  years,  con- 
tinues to  show  his  interest  by  sending  liberal  contribu- 
tions for  special  improvements.

This  school,  althou^^i^h  recently  organized,  is  a 
stron<j^  factor  in  brinu^inii^  the  Sabl^ath  School  work  into 
intimate  C(mncction  with  the  congregation,  and  in  cul- 
tivating that  practical  interest  which  members  of  the 
church  should  have  towards  this  important  depart- 
ment of  Christian  activity. 

///. — The  Service  of  Praise. 

The  first  Precentor  was  Mr.  Lachlan  Kennedy,  who 
led  the  ])raises  of  the  jieople  in  both  Gaelic  Jind  English 
services  during  the  whole  of  Mr.  Meldrum's  pastorate. 
He  continued  to  lead  in  the  Gaelic  services  until  they 
were  discontinvted,  and  even  a  few  years  ago,  when 
nearly  90  years  of  age,  at  the  communion  seasons,  he 
led  the  ])raiscs  in  that  venerable  language.  Mr.  Robert 
Stewart  led  in  English  ])raise  for  a  short  time,  and  Mr. 
Adam  Darling  officiated  occasionally.  Mr.  Wm.  Hyslop 
then  led  as  the  regular  ])recentor  for  a  number  of  years. 
When  he  was  suffering  from  the  misfortune  of  losing  an 
arm  Mr.  David  McFarlane  relieved  him,  but  when  he 
recovered  he  resumed,  and  continued  to  lead  with  much 
acceptance  until  his  accidental  death,  in  December, 
1S()4-,  caused  a  mournfid  termination  of  usefidness. 
Mr.  ^       id  McFarlane  was  then   regularly   appointed,

hut  at  this  time  continued  only  for  one  year,  while  his 
hrother  Robert  was  an  occasional  precentor.  Mr. 
James  Wardrope  and  a  Mr.  Smith  each  held  the  posi- 
tion for  a  short  time,  and  then  Mr.  David  McFarlane 
was  a^ain  called  to  the  position  and  continued  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  for  about  four  years.  On 
his  retirement,  Lieut. -Colonel  Wm.  Xicoll  was  ap- 
pointed, and  continue  1  until  leavini^  for  the  Military 
School  in  1872,  when  his  resignation  was  reluctantly  ac- 
ce])ted.  Mr.  McFarlane  and  Lieut. -Col.  Nicoll  had  excel- 
lent choirs,  and  took  a  great  interest  in  seeking  a  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  Mr.  Charles  Cockburn  was 
then  appointed  choir  leader,  and  continued  a  worthy 
conductor  of  praise  until  January,  1875,  when  Air.  W. 
G.  Stephenson  carried  on  the  good  w^ork  successfully 
for  three  years,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Archibald 
Marshall,  whose  fine  voice  and  fondness  for  music  and 
social  life  led  to  an  efficiency  which  was  much  appreci- 
ated, and  his  retirement  in  1891  was  much  regretted. 
Mr.  Hugh  McDiarmid  was  then  recommenfled  by  the 
choir,  and  his  a])pointment  was  ratified.  A  strong 
choir  was  formed,  and  the  introduction  of  the  Church 
Hymnal  into  the  service  of  the  sanctuary  led  to  a  new 
interest  in  the  service  of  praise.  The  work  was  enthu- 
siastically undertaken  and  continued  for  a  number  of 
years,  when  Mr.  McDiarmid  felt  constrained  to  resign. 
Being  urged  to  continue  he  yielded  to  persuasion  for  a 
time,  but  on  declining  to  continue  any  longer,  his  resig- 
nation was  accepted  in  r\'bruary,  1897.  Mr.  John  M. 
Frey,  whose  nuisical  ability  was  well  known,  on  apply- 
ing for  the  position,  was  appointed  by  the  Session. 
The  choir  leader  and  the  ])astor,  after  consultation, 
invited  aW  the  meuibers  of  the  choir  to  a  meeting,  and 
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after  mature  consideration,  the  following  choir  consti- 
tution was  adopted : 

1.  The  Choir  shall  be  an  organization  of  the  church, 
to  lead  the  servnce  of  praise,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Session,  and  subject  to  its  control. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  Cabinet,  composed  of  the  leader, 
the  pastor,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  the  choir  chosen  by 
the  leader,  and  a  member  of  the  choir  chosen  by  the 
choir  themselves. 

3.  The  officers  shall  be — (/?)  Thv,  Leader,  whose  aj)- 
poiatment  shall  be  made  or  approved  by  the  Session,  to 
whose  Jiuthority  he  is  subject,  and  whose  orders  he  is 
bound  to  obey.  (/;)  The  Secretary-Treasurer,  who 
mttst  be  a  member  of  the  Cabinet,  and  appointed  by 
them. 

4.  All  matters  of  choir  business  must  be  referred  to 
the  Cabinet  before  being  brought  to  the  choir  for 
consideration. 

5.  The  Leader  shall  have  complete  control  of  the 
choir  during  practice,  but  he  may  confer  with  members 
of  the  Cabinet  whenever  he  desires,  and  the  members  of 
the  Cabinet  can  make  suggestions  to  him  at  any  time, 
but,  in  presence  of  the  choir,  only  ])rivately. 

6.  Meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  leader,  the  pastor, 
or  on  re([uisition  by  three  or  more  members  of  the  choir. 

7.  A  re-organization  of  the  choir  must  be  held  at 
the  beginning  of  each  year. 

8.  At  each  annual  re-organization,  the  Cabinet  shall 
not  invite  any  one  into  the  choir  again  to  whose  voice 
the  leader  has  any  objection,  or  that,  in  his  opinion,  is 
unsuitable  for  choir  singing.     — 
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9.  Immediately  after  the  annual  meetin^i^  of  the 
congre^T^ation,  at  the  first  regular  practiee,  the  members 
of  the  choir,  so  far  as  they  have  been  chosen,  shall  com- 
plete the  new  Cabinet,  according  to  Section  2  of  this 
Constitution. 

The  Cabinet,  at  leisure,  can  consider  matters  of 
business  that  arise  from  their  own  motion,  or  suggested 
by  members  of  the  choir,  and,  having  only  advisory 
power,  can  take  recommendations  to  the  choir,  who 
have  final  authority,  thus  economizing  tim.^  in  consid- 
eration and  preventing  needless  discussion.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  organ  was  a  great  assist^mce  to  the 
choir,  and  its  benefit  has  been  quite  noticeable.  The 
many  earnest  meml)ers,  with  excellent  voices  well 
trained,  have  enabled  the  choir  to  attain  a  proficiency 
worthy  of  very  high  commendation.  The  present 
members  are :

The  Auxiliary  of  the  W.  F.  M,  S.  was  ()r<j^anize(l  in 
the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  McKay,  D.  D.,  with 
Mrs.  McKay,  the  pastor's  wife,  as  President.  Mrs. 
Hugh  Clark  was  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  work 
was  carried  on  cjuietly  and  faithfully  by  a  small  number 
of  ladies,  but  specific  infonuation  is  not  now  obtain- 
able, cind  when  Mrs.  McKay  retired  from  the  congregti- 
tion  the  work  was  discontinued.  A  meeting  was  called 
from  the  pulpit  for  re-organization  in  September,  1891. 
Mrs.  D.  McCrae,  '*Janefield,"  President  of  the  Guelph 
Presbyterial,  and  Miss  McWilliams,  a  returned  mission- 
ary, were  present  on  invitation,  and  addressed  the 
meeting,  giving  much  useful  information  concerning  the 
work.  There  was  but  a  small  number  present,  but 
sufficient  interest  was  awakened  to  undertake  re- 
organization. Mrs.  Robertson,  the  pastor's  wife,  was 
appointed  President,  to  which  position,  In-  the  desire 
of  the  members,  she  has  been  re-elected  every  year  since; 
Mrs.  C.  Morison  was  elected  Vice-President  ;  Miss 
Hannah  McLean,  Secretary;  and  Miss  Emma  Morison, 
Treasurer.  r    - 

It  was  agreed  that  monthh-  meetings  should  be 
held,  and  that  the  membershi])  fee  would  be  25  cents 
per  annum.  A  difficult}'  was  soon  experienced  in 
regard  to  attendance,  as  few  ladies  cared  to  drive  alone, 
and  many  lived  too  far  away  from  the  Session  room 
Avhere  the  meetings  were  held,  to  walk.  This  difficulty 
was  overcome  by  having  a  series  of  meetings  held  every 
3'ear  in  the  different  sections,  which  was  accompanied 
bv  increased  interest  and  activitv.     An  effort  was  made 
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to  increase  missionary  information,  and  many  were 
induced  to  subscribe  for  the  Missionary  LeiiHet.  Other 
Hterature  has  also  been  circulated.  Annual  (juiltin^ 
bees  have  been  held  in  the  different  districts,  when  the 
Vice-Presidents  resident  there  have  assisted  in  making 
the  necessary  arran<j^ements.  Guilts,  clothing,  yarn, 
&c.,  have  thus  been  sent,  chiefly  to  the  Indians  of 
Manitoba  and  the  Northwest.  Annual  ])ublic  meetings 
have  been  held,  when  profitable  addresses  have  l)een 
delivered  by  the  Revs.  R.  P.  McKay,  Secretary  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Committee;  Dr.  Wardropc,  J.  W. 
Rae,  J.  B.  Mullan,  and  the  following  who  have  been 
presidents  ot  the  Guelph  Presbyterial  Society  :  Mrs. 
Dickson,  Mrs.  Thomas  Goldie,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Maclean 
and  Mrs.  James  Watt.  The  interest  has  been  steadih-  in- 
creasing as  the  membership  has  increased,  the  last  year 
being  the  most  successful  in  its  history.  The  amount 
realized  in  money  and  clothing  was  $106. 

In  March,  1894,  the  members  showed  their  appreci- 
ation of  the  President's  interest  and  labors,  bv  present- 
ing her  with  a  certificate  of  Life  Membership  in  the  W. 
F.  M.  S.  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada — which 
token  of  regard  was  necessarily  accompanied  with  the 
membership  fee  of  $25,  devoted  to  the  General  Societ\\ 
In  June,  1898,  the  Society  again  revealed  itself  in  an 
address  to  the  president  and  the  pastor,  beautifully  ex- 
pressive of  love,  and  appreciation  of  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  the  work,  accompanied  by  a  valuable  silver 
tea  service  and  stud}^  chair.  Much  Christian  sympathy 
has  been  cultivated  by  this  Society,  and  the  Church  at 
home  as  well  as  abroad  has  benefited  b\'  its  labors. 
Mrs.  John  I).  Clark,  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  has  been 
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unfailing  in  her  interest  and  untiring  ia  her  aetiv- 
ity,  and  has  eontri'uited  niueh  to  the  success  that  has 
been  achieved.  I  j

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CHAPTER  VII. 

SEPAKATIOX     OF     THE     \VF«?T    CHURCH    FROM   THE    EAST 

CHURCH,   AND    PAS  .  ORATE  OF    THE    REV. 

ANDREW   MCLEAN. 

77 1  HEN  Mr.  Meldrum  retired  from  the  ehar^e,  so 
^V  lar^e  had  beeome  the  eongregations  that 
many  beheved  the  arrangement  for  serviees  which 
had  obtained  from  the  organization  might  be  im- 
proved. The  charge  had  been  regarded  as  c^ne  congre- 
gation, worshipping  two  Sabbaths  in  the  East  Church 
and  every  third  Sabbath  in  the  West  Church.  There 
was  only  one  Session  presiding  over  the  rcHgious 
interests  of  the  peo])le  who  worshipped  in  two  churches. 
Many  of  the  East  never  worshipped  in  the  West  Church, 
and  many  of  the  Wjst  never  went  to  worshij)  in  the 
East  Church.  Regular  service  was  thus  not  observed 
by  a  considerable  number,  while  not  a  few  attended 
regularh'  wherever  the  service  was  held.  As  the  pro- 
position to  erect  a  church  near  the  centre,  convenient 
for  both  East  and  West,  to  meet  together  every  Sab- 
bath, was  not  ado])ted,  after  mature  consideration  the 
organization  of  two  separate  and  inde])endcnt  congre- 
gations was  effected.  The  first  church  in  the  West, 
which  had  been  used  for  14  vears,  seemed  inade(|uate 
for  the  rcfiuirements  of  the  congregation,  and  the  (jues- 
tion  of  building  a  new  church  was  agitated.  The  selec- 
tion of  a  church  site  was  most  perplexing.  Some  recom- 
mended the  site  of  the  first  church;  some  advocated  the 
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offer  of  Mr.  Donald  Stewart,  lot  20,  rear  of  the  gore ;  and 
others  were  in  favor  of  the  offered  lot  of  Mr.  Alexander 
Fraser  on  lot  26,  1st  eoneession.  The  final  meeting 
held  to  deeide  this  important  question  found  most  to 
favor  building  on  lot  26,  1st  eoneession. 

A  building  eommittee  was  in  course  of  time  ap- 
])ointed,  arrangements  made  to  obtc'iin  subvSeriptions, 
])lans  adopted  for  the  erection  of  a  frame  building,  Mr. 
Robert  Stewart  was  chosen  contractor,  the  peo})le 
iissisted  in  preparing  and  drawing  miiterial  and  the 
building  was  com])leted  in  1854.  Then,  in  a  new  loca- 
tion, in  a  large  church  with  a  seating  capacity  of  4-0(), 
with  increased  congregational  comforts,  and  with  ex- 
alted hopes  for  the  future,  the  new  church,  filled  with 
devout  w()rship])ers,  was  dedicated  to  the  glorv  of  God 
and  the  spiritual  well-being  of  the  community. 

There  was,  however,  a  note  of  discord  heard .  A  con- 
siderable nund)er  of  excellent  families  on  the  west  never 
felt  favorably  dis])osed  to  the  new  location ;  and  in 
course  of  years  found  their  way  to  worship  in  (ialt  and 
Hespclcr,  and  not  a  lew  became  sadly  irregular  in 
attendance  upon  the  jmblic  means  of  grace.  Mr.  Mel- 
drum  was  invited  to  return  and  conduct  the  first 
communion  in  the  new  church,  and  it  is  still  remembered 
that  on  the  Thanksgiving  Monday  he  baptized  24 
children. 

About  this  time  there  were  connected  witli  the 
congregaticm,  more  or  less  directly,  about  140  families, 
of  whom  about  70  were  from  Argyleshire,  Scotland; 
the  rest  were  from  Perthshire,  Ross-shire,  and  Inverness. 
The  Oaclic-siJcaking  pe()])lc  were  largely  in  the  majority. 
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Atone  of  the  re<i;nlar  En<Tlish  services,  16  3'ears  after 
the  organization,  curiosity  ])rompted  one  to  count  the 
number,  and  consider  the  relative  projjortion  of  wor- 
shii)pers  representative  of  the  tvv'o  languages,  when  it 
was  found  that,  of  120  ])resent,  only  20  were  unable  to 
speak  the  Gaelic  language. 

Precedence  was  always  given  to  the  Gaelic  services, 
but  kindly  consideration  was  also  shown  to  the  few 
unfortunates  who  did  not  understand  the  language 
most  a})pr()priate  for  worship ;  so  an  English  service 
followed  the  main  service  of  the  day. 

After  the  retirement  of  the  first  pastor,  Mr.  Alex- 
ander McLean,  then  a  student  of  Knox  College, 
conducted  the  services  in  1  oth  East  and  West  during 
his  vacation.  When  he  completed  his  college  course  on 
the  following  year,  he  received  a  call  from  each  of  these 
congregations  now  separated  into  two  charges.  The 
calls  were  both  unanimous  and  hearty,  but  on  his 
accei)tance  of  the  call  from  East  Puslinch,  the  larger 
congregation,  the  west  congregation  began  to  look 
elsewhere  for  a  pastor. 

Being  unable  to  decide  upon  a  minister,  Mr.  John 
McMillan,  a  student  of  Knox  College,  afterwards  the 
Rev.  John  McMillan,  of  Mount  Forest,  took  charge  of 
the  congregation  during  part  of  his  college  vacation, 
and  conducted  the  work  with  encouraging  success. 
After  two  or  three  years  of  unrest,  and  through  the 
kind  interest  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bayne,  then  on  a  visit  to 
Scotland,  the  Rev.  Andrew  McLean  w^is  induced  to 
acc()m])any  him  on  his  return;  and,  (m  appearing  as 
their  probable  minister,  made  so  favorable  an  impres- 
sion, that  they  extended  hini  a  unanimous  call,  which 
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he  willingh'  accepted,  and  became  the  first  pastor  of  the 
separate  charge  of  West  Puslinch  in  the  year  1857. 

The  Session  is  now  composed  of  the  Rev.  Andrew 
McLean,  Moderator  and  Session  Clerk,  with  Messrs. 
Neil  McPhatter,  Angus  McPherson  and  Gillies  McBean, 
elders.  The  first  change  in  connection  with  the  services 
noted  by  the  Session  is  that,  *'  It  was  agreed  that  here- 
after the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  should  be 
dispensed  twice  a  year  instead  of  once  as  formerly,  the 
next  dispensation  to  take  place  on  some  day  to  be  fixed 
upon  at  next  meeting  of  Session." 

We  notice  also  that  the  Session  made  provision  for 
the  collections  appointed  by  the  Presbytery  in  aid  of 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Funds ;  and  it  would  be 
intcrCvSting  to  know  the  amovmts  then  contributed,  but 
the  data  for  this  and  man\'  other  things  that  now 
seem  of  historic  interest  are  not  preserved. 

In  the  Session  records  of  May,  1858,  we  note  :  "The 
Session,  having  been  for  some  time  back  impressed  with 
the  necessity-  of  being  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  a 
few  members  to  their  number,  authorized  the  Modera- 
tor to  give  intimation  to  that  effect  on  Sabbath  next 
from  the  pulpit,  calling  upon  the  members  to  ]iroceed  in 
the  usual  way  to  nominate  three  men  for  the  ofiice  of 
the  eldership  in  the  ccmgregation." 

At  a  meeting  soon  after  held  it  was  found  that 
"the  largest  number  of  votes  was  in  favor  of  Messrs. 
Donald  Currie,  Alexander  Frazer,  and  Archibald  Gil- 
christ. The  Moderator  was  instructed  to  serve  the 
edict  on  Sabbath,  the  8()th  inst.,  the  Session  to  meet  on 
Tuesday,  the  1st  day  of  June,  for  the  ordination  of  the 
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parties  nominated,  if  no  impediment  would  occur."  On 
the  first  of  June  the  Session  met.  "  The  Rev.  Alexander 
McLean,  of  Nairn  and  Cumminsville,  havin^:^  been  ]}res- 
ent,  was  asked  to  sit  with  the  Session  and  take  ])art  in 
the  proceedin<i:s.  The  Moderator  havin<^  called  for  ob- 
jections against  the  life  and  doctrine  of  the  })arties 
nominated  as  elders,  and  none  having  been  produced 
they  were  declared  duly  elected  and  solemnly  set  apart 
in  the  usual  form,  Mr.  McLean,  of  Nairn  and  Cummins- 
ville, conductin<^  the  services  throu<^h(mt.  The  other 
members  of  Session  having  given  them  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  McBean,  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  McPherson,  that  their  names  be  added 
to  the  Session  roll." 

The  presence  of  the  Rev.  Alexander  McLean,  of  Stra- 
l)ane,  as  noted  here,  suggests  the  interesting  fact  that 
there  were  then  three  ministerial  McLeans  in  close  ])rox- 
imity,  who  were  popularly  designated  according  to  their 
characteristics:  Kind  McLean,  of  West  Puslinch  ;  Good 
AdcLean,  of  Strabane,  and  Fearless  McLean,  of  East 
Puslinch.  Early  in  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  McLean  the 
congregation  felt  thenecessity  of  providing  a  permanent 
home  for  their  minister.  A  convenient  lot  of  four  acres 
near  the  church  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Allan  Stewart. 
The  house  and  other  buildings  on  the  lot  were  old  and 
misuitable,  so  the  i)e()ple  exerted  themselves  to  build  a 
new  manse.  Mr.  Neil  McPhatter  was  specially  ener- 
getic in  soliciting  sul)Scriptions  and  urging  on  the  work. 
Mr.  Wm.  Stratton,  sen.,  was  contractor,  and  in  the 
year  1862,  the  congregation  rejoiced  with  their  minis- 
ter in  the  increased  comforts  of  the  fine  new  house. 
Soon  afterwards  Mr.  McLean  induced  Miss  Catherine 
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C.  Cameron,  sister  of  the  Rev.  Jaines  Cameron,  of 
Chatsworth,  to  become  his  life  partner  in  the  joys  and 
sorrows  of  ministerial  life;  and  Mrs.  McLean  received 
a  true  Hi.i^hland  welcome  from  the  people  amon<j^  whom 
her  hnsband  was  laboring-. 

At  the  mcetins:  of  Session  held  in  July,  ISoS,  "The 
Moderator  stated  that  it  woiddbe  desirable  to  api)oint 
an  elder  to  attend  the  meetings  of  Presbytery  and 
Synod.  Mr.  Gillies  McBean  was  elected  as  a  suitable 
person  to  represent  the  Session  in  the  higher  courts  of 
the  church,  and  the  Moderator  was  accordingly  in- 
stiiicted  to  grant  him  a  commission."  Mr.  McBean 
thus  became  the  first  representative  elder  of  the  separate 
charge  of  West  Puslinch. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  March,  1860,  "Mr.  Currie 
drew  the  attention  of  the  Session  to  the  propriety  of 
calling  Mr.  Charles  Blair  to  the  office  of  the  eldership 
as  he  has  recently  settled  within  the  bounds  of  the  con- 
gregation and  would  be  likely  to  strengthen  the  hands 
of  the  Session  and  prove  useful  to  the  cause  of  true  re- 
ligion in  the  congregation."  Notice  of  the  Session's 
desire  was  given  to  the  congregation,  no  objection  was 
offered,  the  edict  for  ordination  was  read  and  he  was 
ordained  to  the  office  of  the  eldership  on  the  15th  day 
of  April,  1860. 

The  Session  and  congregation  suffered  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  Neil  Mc [^hatter,  which  took  place 
on  the  21st  of  May,  1867.  He  was  a  man  of  cons])icu- 
ous  piety  when  the  congregation  was  organized,  and 
was  ordained,  at  that  time,  one  of  the  two  first  Elders. 
He  entered  enthusiastically  upon  the  duties  of  his  high 
office,   was  characterized   bv  conscientious   fidelitv  to 
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what  he  believed  to  be  right,  had  good  executive  abiHty 
and  strong  powers  of  management,  was  fearless  in 
correcting  abuses,  a  zealous  defender  of  the  faith,  and 
a  strong  u])holder  of  the  principles  of  godliness.  He 
reached  the  advanced  age  of  85,  having  served  as  an 
elder  for  28  years.  His  remains  lie  buried  in  the  Kil- 
lean  Cemetery. 

In  June,  1870,  the  Session  having  under  considera- 
tion "  the  desirableness  of  adding  additional  members 
to  the  Session,  resolved  to  take  steps  towards  the 
attainment  of  that  object  and  accordingly  appointed 
Thursday,  the  23rd  of  this  month — Conmiunion  Fast — 
for  the  nomination  of  persons  suitable  to  act  aselders." 
Messrs.  William  McCormick,  Sr.,  Duncan  McDonald 
and  Lachlan  McMillan  were  nominated  and  duly 
elected,  and  no  objection  being  offered,  they  were 
regularly  ordained  to  the  high  office,  on  the  17th  of 
July,  1870,  and  their  names  added  to  the  Session  Roll. 
The  last  Session  records  signed  b\'  Mr.  McLean  as 
Moderator  and  Clerk,  were  those  of  the  meeting  held 
in  Jime,  1872.  During  the  latter  part  of  that  year  his 
health  began  to  decline  rapidh',  and  with  great  difficulty 
he  labored  on  until  the  following  Februar\%  when  he 
was  compelled  to  cease  from  his  labors.  He  passed 
away  somewhat  suddenly  on  the  20th  of  April,  1878, 
at  the  age  of  53  years.  His  funeral  was  attended  l)y  a 
very  large  number  who  mourned  the  premature  death 
of  one  so  earnest  in  the  Lord's  work.  The  service  of 
sorrow  was  conducted  by  the  Revs.  Dr.  Torrance,  Dr. 
Wardrope,  Mr.  Ball,  Mr.  Acheson,  U.  P.  minister  of 
Gait,  and  other  clergymen.  The  remains  were  interred 
on  the  face  of  the  hill,  near  the  corner  of  the  church ;  and 
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as  tlu'  many  look  upon  the  sacred  mound,  and  read  the 
inseription  on  the  monument,  they  recall  in  loving 
memory  the  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord,  and  l)y  faith 
behold  Him  Who  is  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life.  Mrs. 
McLean  and  her  two  yoimg  sons  soon  removed  to 
reside  in  Durham  and  continue  to  be  aflfectionately 
remembered. 

The  lon*^  pastorate  of  Mr.  McLean,  extending  over 
16  years,  made  a  great  impression  upon  the  congrega- 
tion, and  it  is  pleasing  to  remember  still  his  kindliness 
of  manner,  his  saintliness  of  character,  his  fidelity  in 
pulpit  ministrations,  and  his  accuracy  and  method  in 
all  business  relationships.  During  his  pastorate,  the 
Session  were  called  upon  to  deed  with  man}'  irregular- 
ities in  social  and  congregational  life,  and  some  of  these 
caused  intense  feeling  among  the  membership,  language 
vigorous  and  unwarranted  was  often  employed,  and 
the  extremest  bitterness  was  often  manifested,  but 
amidst  it  all,  the  truly  kind  and  sj)iritual  dignity  of 
the  moderator  was  preserved.  His  memory  is  still 
regarded  with  very  great  interest  and  reverence. 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

PASTORATE   OF  THE   REV.    NEIL   M(  DIARMII). 

TjFTBR  the  death  of  Mr.  McLean,  service  was  con- 
J I  ducted  by  Mr.  Alexander  Frascr,  student  of 
KnoxColle«^e,  durini^  the  vacation  months.  Mr.  Fraser, 
who  was  many  A'cavs  minister  at  Orono,  is  still  affec- 
tionately remembered.  Probationers  and  other  candi- 
dates continued  the  work,  until  in  1S75  the  Rev.  Neil 
McDiannid,  of  WalFicetown,  was  called  to  be  their 
]3astor.  Mr.  McDiarmicl  accepted  the  call  and  was 
inducted  by  the  Presbyter^'  of  Giielj)!!. 

On  June  5, 1876,  the  followinjj^  were  ordained  elders, 
viz.:  James  Wight,  Kenneth  Cameron,  and  James  Rac. 
"All  preliminary  meetings  in  connection  with  the  above 
were  conducted  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Book  of 
Forms,  which  meetings  and  intimation  extended  over 
the  time  of  five  weeks.  No  objection  being  offered,  the 
ordination  was  proceeded  with,  everything  being  agree- 
able." 

The  question  of  employing  evangelists  for  sj^ecial 
services  in  connection  with  congregational  work  was 
submitted  to  the  Session  by  the  Preslntery  for  their 
C(msideration,  and  after  free  and  full  discussion,  the  fol- 
lowing minute,  imder  date  of  December  4,  1878,  records 
the  mind  of  the  Session:  "Whereas,  the  (jualifications 
for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  elders,  as  defined  in 
the  Apostolic  writings,  are  one  and  the  same,  this  Ses- 
sion is  of  opinion,  that  all  have  the  right  to  teach  and 
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to  rule,  and  is  also  of  opinion  that  the  employment  in 
evanjj^elical  work  of  men  not  set  aj^art  by  the  elnireh  is 
eontrar\'  to  both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  Apostolie 
teachin<^,  therefore  this  Session  resolves  that  the  em- 
])loyment  of  sueh  men  is  a  usur]:)ation  of  the  elder's 
office  and  tends  directly  to  brins^  it  into  contempt." 
SjK'cial  evangelistic  services  can  be  held  with  very  great 
profit;  but  great  care  should  always  be  exercised  in  the 
em])loyment  of  accredited  helpers,  and  the  whole  man- 
agement should  be  under  the  supervision,  direction,  and 
control  of  the  Session. 

The  pastorate  of  Mr.  McDiarmid  was  not  long  a 
comfortable  one.  Families,  estranged  on  account  of  the 
church  location  and  other  causes,  withdrew  their  sup- 
port, and  financial  embarrassmentgreatly  disturbed  the 
pjaceand  prosperity  of  the  congregation.  Mr.  McDiar- 
mid, in  a  moment  of  sensitive  discouragement,  without 
the  counsel  of  friends,  and  regardless  of  consef|uences, 
presented  his  resignation  to  the  Presbv-tery,  in  the  hope 
that  the  ])er])lexing  difficulties  would  be  adjusted,  l)ut 
this  expectation  not  being  realized,  his  resignation  was 
accej^ted  in  March,  1879. 

The  pastorate  of  Mr.  McDiarmid  terminated  in  little 
more  than  three  years.  There  was  not  much  eventful  or 
of  historic  interest  in  so  short  a  time,  and  his  infltiencc 
could  be  only  ])roportionately  enduring;  but  many  still 
testify  to  the  fidelity  with  which  he  labored  in  the 
exercise  of  the  gifts  find  graces  that  the  Creator  had 
bestowed  upon  him. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

PASTORATE    OF  THE   REV.  EVAN  MACAl  LAY,  B.  A. 

DURING  a  some  what  ])rok)nge(l  vacancy  the  Rev. 
Donald  Stra':han,  of  Rockwood,  was  Tnterim 
Moder^jtor  of  Session.  Probationers  and  other  can- 
didates supi)lied  the  ])u!i)it  accordin**^^  to  the  regular 
arrangements  during  vacancies,  until  the  agregation 
felt  constrained  to  unite  in  extend-^T  a  call  to  the  Rev. 
Evan  AlacAulay,  B.  A.  Mr.  NL.  day  accepted  the 
call  and  was  inducted  by  the  Presl)ytcry  of  Guelph,  on 
the  3rd  of  August,  1880.  The  Rev.  J.  K.  vSniith,  D.  D., 
preached  at  the  Induction  Service,  the  Rev.  R.Torrance, 
D.  D.,  presided  and  addressed  the  minister,  and  the  Rev. 
Alexander  McKa\%  D.  D.,  addressed  the  people. 

The  frame  church  built  in  18^)4-  never  seemed  to  be 
satisfactory.  It  was  much  larger  than  was  recpiired, 
and  being  difficult  to  heat,  was  often  uncomfortable. 

Th^'  congregation  became  convinced  that  if  the 
l)uilding  were  torn  down,  the  timber  and  lumber  in  it 
might  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  church  on  a 
better  model.  A  special  effort  was  made  to  raise  the 
necessary  funds,  which  was  liberally  responded  to,  Mr. 
Duncan  McPherson  was  chosen  contractor,  the  work  of 
re-construction  was  begun ;  and  the  new  brick  church 
completed  in  1882,  being  beautiful  and  confortable, 
stands  a  permanent  monument  of  wisdom  and  congre- 
gational enterprise.  The  new  church  was  designated 
"Knox   Church,"    cind   the  religious    principles    of  the 
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great  Reformer  will   long  be  honored  by  the  congrega- 
tion that  worships  there. 

As  years  rolled  by  the  Gaelic  language  had  more  and 
more  fallen  into  disuse,  the  number  attending  the  Gaelic 
services  had  been  gradually  reduced,  the  relative  im- 
portance of  the  two  languages  seemed  to  be  reversed ; 
so  the  pastor  and  others  favored  a  ch^'inge  in  the  order 
of  service,  giving  precedence  to  the  English  service  wnth 
the  Gaelic  following.  This  arrangement  gave  great 
offence  to  a  large  number,  who  were  jealously  guarding 
the  interests  of  their  parent  language,  which  was  sacred 
by  the  heroic  memories  of  centuries,  and  through  which 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  had  been  most  profitably 
communicated  to  them  for  many  years. 

This  congregation,  like  many  others  in  rural  com- 
munities in  Ontario,  had  suffered  greatly  from  removals 
to  the  western  provinces  and  elsewhere ;  and  as  it  had 
been  declining  for  several  years,  the  former  strength 
could  not  be  maintained.  The  Augmentation  Fund 
rendered  assistance  for  a  time,  but  an  unnecessary  mis- 
understanding having  arisen  concerning  the  terms  of 
such  assistance,  what  seems  a  mutual  unwillingness  to 
know  the  true  state  of  affairs,  and  consequent  rcvsent- 
mcnt,  caused  an  implcasant  terminaticm  of  that  rcla- 
tionshi]).  The  ])astor  and  congregation  realizing  now 
their  financial  inability  to  maintain  ordinances  as  an 
independent  charge  regretfully  faced  the  inevitable  con- 
dition of  affairs.  Mr.  MacAulay  resigned  the  charge  he 
had  labored  in  for  nearly  eight  years,  and  the  resigna- 
tion was  necessarily  accepted  on  the  17th  of  January, 
18S8.  Mr.  MacAulay  is  remembered  as  an  attractive 
preacher  of  remarkable   llucncy.    with   keen   social   in- 
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stincts,  which  made  him  a  sympathetic  and  companion- 
able friend ;  and  the  circnmstances  necessitating  the 
discontinuance  of  an  independent  charge  were  deeply 
reirretted. 
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CHAPTER  X. 

REUNION   WITH   DUFF*S   CIirRCII,   AND   PASTORATE   OF 
THE   REV.    W.    KOHERTSON,    B.    A. 

flFTER  the  retirement  of  Mr.  MaeAulay  the  Home 
Mission  Committee,  at  the  request  of  the  Pres- 
bytery, appointed  Mr.  James  M.  MeLaren,  a  student  of 
Knox  College,  to  vSUppl\Mluring  his  summer  vaeation. 
Mr.  McLaren  entered  enthusiastically  upon  the  work 
which  was  the  beginning  of  his  ministerial  career,  and 
through  singing  classes  and  other  meetings  did  much  to 
interest  the  young  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 
When  he  departed  to  prosecute  his  studies  the  Kev.  D, 
B.  Cameron,  for  many  years  minister  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  iri  Acton,  gave  continuous  supply  with 
much  acceptance,  for  a  considerable  time. 

The  congregation,  with  an  unprofitable  discourage- 
ment, began  to  see  before  them  reduction  to  the  status . 
of  a  mission  station,  when  Duffs  Church,  experiencing  a 
similar  decline,  began  to  make  informal  overtures  for 
vmion.  After  agood  deal  of  informal  consideration,  the 
union  sentiment  seemed  to  increase  and  l)eing  ri])e  for 
formal  consideration,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  elders  and 
managers  of  West  and  Pvast  Puslinch  convened  in  the 
Session  house  of  DufTs  Church,  on  the  17th  day  of 
December,  1889,  to  consider  the  necessity  and  proj)riety 
of  uniting  the  congregations  under  one  pastoral  over- 
sight. A  series  of  resolutions  was  passed  and  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  formulate  a  basis  of  union  to  be 
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submitted  to  both  congregations  for  their  approval  and 
adoj)ti()n  ;  and  finally  to  the  Presbytery  for  its  approval 
and  sanction.  The  committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
James  McDonald  and  Angus  Stewart  with  Messrs. 
James  McLean  and  Daniel  McNaughton,  met  and  agreed 
ui)on  the  following  basis  of  Union  : 

1.  That  under  present  circumstances,  a  union  of  the 
congregations  of  East  and  West  Puslinch  under  the 
])astoral  oversight  of  one  pastor  is  desirable. 

2.  That  the  united  congregation  shall  offer  and 
l)?iy  to  their  Pastor  annually  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  with  manse  and  glebe,  Duff's  Church  shall  pay 
six  hundred  dollars  with  manse  and  glebe,  and  Knox 
Church  shall  pay  four  hundred  dollars.  Each  congrega- 
tion shall  be  held  responsible  to  the  pastor  and 
Presbytery  for  the  pa^'ment  of  their  allotted  portion, 
without  one  having  recourse  on  the  other. 

3.  That  in  regard  to  members  and  adherents  of 
either  congregation  contributing  to  pay  the  pastor's 
stipend,  the  present  stntus  quo  shall  be  strictly  main- 
tained and  conserved ;  and  that  the  church  East  and 
West  shall  be  open  to  members  and  adherents  of  either 
congregation  for  public  worship. 

4.  That  exce]^t  at  commimion  services  in  West  Pus- 
linch, the  morning  service  shall  be  held  in  Duff's  Church, 
and  the  afternoon  vService  in  Knox  Church,  the  evening 
service  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  pastor,  as  may  seem 
to  him  good. 

The  basis  of  union  was  adoj^ted  by  both  congrega- 
tions, but  subsequently  the  stipend  obligation  for  West 
Puslinch  was  reduced  from  $400  to  $350  per  annum. 
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The  terms  of  the  ]3roposed  union  were  next  submitted 
to  the  Presbytery  for  ratification.  The  rej)resentatives 
of  the  congregations  were  heard,  the  eireumstanes  fully 
explained,  the  propriety  of  such  a  union  was  recog- 
nized ;  then  the  necessary  arrangements  being  com- 
pleted, the  ])roj)osed  union  was  effected  in  the  early  part 
of  1890.  Candidates  for  the  united  charge  were  heard, 
and  on  the  9th  day  of  Se])tember,  1890,  the  congrega- 
tion moderated  in  a  call  to  the  Rev.  W.  Robertson,  B.A., 
Avho  was  also  the  choice  of  the  East  Puslinch  congrega- 
tion. Mr.  Robertson  accepted  the  call  addressed  to 
him,  and  was  inducted  in  Duffs  Church  on  the  21st  oi 
October,  1890. 

Soon  after  the  induction  the  congregation  sustained 
a  loss  in  the  death  of  one  of  their  elders,  Mr.  Duncan 
McDonald,  who  passed  to  his  reward  in  the  autumn  of 
1890.  He  had  for  man^-  years  been  a  member  of  the 
church, had  been  an  elder  for  twenty  years;  was  a  kind, 
peace  loving,  intelligent  and  decided  Christian,  whose 
influence  had  been  powerful  for  righteousness  ;  and 
while  his  memory  remains  sacred  and  his  blessedness 
eternal,  his  departure  was  a  serious  loss  to  the  congre- 
gation and  community. 

The  congregation,  under  the  hopeful  inspiration  of 
the  union  with  the  East  Puslinch  congregjition,  l)egan 
to  realize  that  something  should  be  done  to  remove  the 
cloud  of  discouragement  and  indiflfercnce  which  had 
overwhelmed  them  for  years,  A  radical  re-organization 
seemed  necessary.  A  meeting  of  the  congregation  was 
called  when  Mr.  James  McDonald  was  appointed  secre- 
tary, Mr.  John  McAninch,  treasurer,  and  the  following 
were  chosen  Managers:  Messrs.  Angus  Stewart,  John 
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Martin,  John   McGcachy,   Win.    McCormick,  Jr.,  John 
Cameron,  and  Donald  McGcachy. 

Negotiations  were  soon  entered  into  with  the 
East  church  for  a  share  of  the  proceeds  arising  from 
the  sale  of  part  of  the  church  property ;  and  when  the 
necessary  legal  and  Presbyterial  re(|uirements  were  ful- 
filled the  sum  of  $800  was  handed  over  to  the  congre- 
gation for  ])ermanent  improvements  in  recognition  of 
their  claim  upon  the  property.  With  part  of  this  money 
horse  sheds  were  built,  somo  assisting  with  skilled  and 
others  with  unskilled  labor,  thus  supplying  a  long-felt 
want.  A  vestry,  also  considered  almost  indispensable, 
was  erected ;  and  its  correct  proportions,  beautiful 
finish,  and  pleasing  comfort,  reliect  great  credit  upon 
the  committee  and  Mr.  John  McMillan,  th?  contractor. 
In  course  of  time  the  church  was  greatly  improved  in 
comfort  and  appearance  by  upholstering,  &c. 

After  the  death  of  Mr.  McDonald,  there  were  only 
two  elders,  Mr.  Wm.  McCormick  and  Mr.  Lachlan 
McMillan,  both  reaching  advanced  age,  so  it  was 
considered  advisable  to  have  an  additional  number  to 
overtake  the  duties  of  the  Sessic^i.  The  necessary  con- 
gregational meeting  was  held  in  May,  1891,  a  list 
prepared,  ballot  papers  distributed ;  and  when  the 
Session  met  to  count  the  ballots  returned,  it  was  found 
that  Messrs.  John  Martin,  William  McAllister,  John 
McAninch,  Hugh  Mclntyre  and  Henry  Reid  were  the 
choice  of  the  congregation.  The  Session  having  con- 
ference with  the  members  elected,  found  Messrs.  John 
Martin,  William  McAllister  and  John  McAninch  eon- 
strained  to  accept  ordination  to  the  sacred  office, 
looking  to  the  Lord  to  make  them  useful  in  His  service ;

but  Messrs.  Hiiiih  Mclntyrc  and  ITcnrv  Kcid  could  not 
see  their  way  clear  to  accept  tliecall  of  the  con«^reL::atioii. 
The  edict  for  the  ordlnaliou  of  Messrs.  Martin.  Mc- 
Allister and  McAninch  was  read  the  following-  Sal)])atli, 
and  as  no  valid  objection  had  been  i^iven  to  the  Moder- 
ator, he,  after  preaehin^L!:  a  sermon  bearinii:  directly  upon 
the  su1)jeet,  ordained  and  inducted  them  to  the  holy 
office  of  the  eldership  in  the  rci^ular  way,  and  ad(b'essed 
the  new  elders  and  the  con^'rciiation  upon  their 
res])ective  duties  in  their  relationshi])  to  each  other. 

Due  res]3ect  was  alw^ays  manifested  towards  the 
senior  membersof  Session,  and  their  experienced  counsel 
was  greatly  a])preciate(l  by  the  new  members;  but  their 
increasini^  inlirmities,  on  account  of  advanced  a^ic,  pre- 
cluded the  activity  that  formerly  characterized  their 
fidelity  to  the  sacred  office  ;  so  the  new  members  were 
soon  called  upon  to  enter  into  the  full  res])onsil)ility  oi 
the  eldership,  and  have  ever  manifested  an  active,  ])ru- 
dent,  and  wise  fidelity  to  their  hii^di  trust. 

Tlie  imj)ortance  oi  collecting  regularly  for  the 
schemes  of  the  church  was  realized  by  the  Session,  and 
after  full  consideration  the  conureiiation  was  divided 
into  districts,  and  lady  collectors  appointed,  whose 
willingness  to  imdcrtake  the  duties,  and  whose  iideliti' 
in  i)crformance,  have  been  greatly  a])preciated. 

It  is  worthy  of  historical  reference  that  at  the  com-  ■ 

munion  of  October  2,  1S1)2,  the  two  congregations  had 
a  visit  from  the  Kev.  Murdoch   McKenzie,  of  the  city  <►!  [ 

Inverness,  Scotland,  \\  ho  is  designated  the  *'  (laelic 
Spurgeon,"  and  who  at  this  time  was  a  delegate  to  the 
I*an-I*resi)yterian  Council  then  convened  in  Toronto. 
Large  congregations  were  present,  who  will  not  soon 
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"^rjTct    the    vigorous     and    profitable    sermons     and 
ct^»^ii  esses  of  this  distins^uished  visitor. 

On  the  9th  of  September,  1803,  Mr.  Laehlan 
McMillan  passed  peacefully  away  from  the  seen  to  the 
unseen  world.  He  came  from  Scotland  in  the  year 
184-7,  and  at  once  became  associated  with  the  congre- 
gation. He  was  elected  to  the  eldershij)  in  the  year 
1870,  and  for  twenty-three  3'ears  acted  in  that  Ccipa- 
city.  He  reached  the  ripe  age  of  seventv-scven,  and 
after  an  illness  of  a  few  months  was  taken  to  his 
eternal  reward.  He  was  interred  in  thcKillean  burying 
ground,  and  his  remains  were  followed  b\'  a  large  num- 
ber of  i)eople,  which  marked  the  estimation  in  which  he 
was  held  b^'  the  congregation  and  commimity. 

According  to  the  terms  of  union  between  East  and 
West  Puslinch,  on  the  Sabbath  that  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Su|)i)er  would  be  observed,  the  service  might 
be  intermitted  in  one  churc]i,and  a  union  service  held  in 
the  other;  but  the  present  pastor,  realizing  the  necessity 
of  having  the  assistance  of  a  minister  who  could  con- 
duct the  Gaelic  services  at  the  communion,  seeing  the 
small  number  that  endiraced  the  o])portunity  of  a 
union  service,  and  believing  that  with  little  inconveni- 
ence the  communion  could  be  held  in  both  churches  on 
the  same  day,  suggested  it  to  the  Sessions,  who  saw  no 
dilhculty  in  the  i)rop()sed  arrangement  except  over- 
taxation of  the  j)astor  and  the  assisting  ministers. 
Informal  assent  was  thus  given  by  each  Session,  and 
each  congregation  had  instead  of  two  communion  sea- 
sons at  their  own  church  with  the  ])rivilegc  of  attend- 
ing two  others  in  the  other  church,  the  convenience  of 
having  four  communions  during  the  year. 
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This  arrangement  continued  for  three  years,  and 
seemed  to  be  practicable  and  satisfactory,  when  a 
suspicion  arose  that  a  return  to  the  former  order  was 
desired.  A  joint  meeting  of  the  two  Sessions  was  held 
in  December,  1893»  to  consider  the  question,  and  after 
a  free  interchange  of  opinion,  it  was  found  that  the 
number  who  favored  a  return  to  the  old  order  was 
inconsiderable,  and  no  difficulties  seemed  to  exist ;  so  it 
was  mutually  agreed  to  continue  the  order  of  services 
without  an\'  change,  and  to  have  three  communion 
seasons  in  the  year  instead  of  four,  viz.,  on  the  second 
Sabbath  of  February-,  and  the  last  Sabbaths  of  May  and 
Sei)tember  respectively.  This  arrangement  has  since 
been  faithfully  adhered  .to  and  has  been  regarded  as  the 
best  possible  tinder  present  circumstances. 


As,  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  j 

of  the  Church,  only  one  re])resentative  elder  is  permitted  I 

for  one  charge,   though    two   or  more  congregations  j 

compose  that  charge,  it  was  agreed   by  both   Sessions,  I 

that  every  third  year  the  re])res'mtative  elder  should  ^ 

be  from  the  West  Puslinch  Session.  It  was  the  privilege 
of  Mr.  John  Martin,  their  representative  elder,  to  receive 
the  Presbytery  appointment  of  Commissioner  to  the 
General   Assembly,  which  met   in  the  city  of  St.  J(jhn,  j 

N.  B.,  in  1894.  As  the  pastor  was  also  a  commissioner 
that  year,  they  travelled  together,  were  billetted  to- 
gether, and  enjoyed  such  delightful  fellowship  amid 
scenes  of  very  great  interest,  that  that  Assend)ly  became 
an  event  in  their  experience  never  to  be  forgotten. 

In  Febriiary,  ISOO,  and  in  February,  1S9S,  the 
Session  arranged  to  hold  s])ecial  evangelistic  services. 
On  the  first   occasion  the  pastor  was  assisted  l)y  the 


^.i 
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Kcv.  P.  M.  McBachern,  of  Watcrdown,  and  the  meet- 
iiiLi^s  continued  a  little  more  than  a  week.  On  the 
second  occasion,  the  assistance  ot  the  Rev.  John 
Tvlclnnis,  of  r>lora,  and  the  Rev.  Iln^h  A.  McPherson,  of 
Acton,  was  ()])tained,  and  the  service  continued  for  a 
fortnight.  The  nieetinu^s  were  well  attended,  were 
characterized  by  much  earnestness,  deep  solemnity,  and 
manifest  appreciation ;  and  althouij^h  there  was  no 
noticeable  addition  to  the  membership,  it  is  believed 
much  spiritual  benelit  was  derived  from  them. 

At  the  May  and  Septend)er  Communions  (yaclic  ser- 
vices are  held,  which  are  sj^reatly  a])preciated,  jd)out 
thirty  beinii;^  the  averau^e  attentlanix'  of  worshippers. 
Arnonsj^the  ministers  who  have  recently  assisted  are 
the  Revs.  Gustavus  Munro,  so  lomj^  of  Embro,  now  of 
Rid,<::et(^\vn,  Lachlan  Cameron,  of  Th a mesford,  deceased, 
John  McMillan,  of  Mount  Forest,  P.  M.  McBachern, 
Waterdovvn,  Alexander  McKay,  D.  D.,  now  of  Toronto, 
John  ;\n  lerson,  Tiverton,  and  0.  Strachan,  Rockwood. 

The  folio win«.i,  who  were  born  in  the  cons^rei^^ation 
or  as  mend)ers  were  actively  engatj^^ed  in  the  work  of  the 
church,  have  become  ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  are 
rci^arded  with  a  very  «j^reat  decree  of  interest.

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CHAPTER  XI. 

DFPARTMKNTS   OF   CHURCH    ACTIVITY.

mR.  DUNCAN  Mcdonald  was  the  first  treasurer, 
and  siieeeedinu^  him  in  order  were  Mr.  John  Seott, 
then  Mr.  Donald  MeCorniiek.  while  his  lather,  Mr.  Wni. 
MeCormiek,  sen.,  was  treasurer  of  the  Sabbath  eollec- 
tions.  Mr.  John  MeAnineh  was  ap])ointed  in  1S90, 
and  after  servin*T  for  a  few  years  Mr.  Angus  Stewart, 
the  ])resent  offieer,  was  appointed. 

The  first  niana'j^ers  were  Mr.  John  Thom])son,  called 
"Little  John,"  Mr.  John  Thomson,  known  as  "Big 
John,"  and  Mr.  Matthew  McThatter,  son  of  elder  Neil 
MeDhatter.      In  later  days  the  eolleetion  of  funds  was  '  1 

ehiefiy  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Donald  Stewart  and 
Wni.  MeCormiek,  sen.,  west  of  the  church,  and  Mr. 
John  McGeaehy,  on  the  cast  vside.  For  a  time  nearly 
the  whole  responsibility  of  the  financial  affairs  rested 
upon  Mr.  McGeaehy,  who,  with  sur])rising  energy,  and 
often  at  great  inconvenience,  called  u])on  the  peo])le  for 
the  payment  of  their  subvscriptions  towards  the  snp|)ort 
of  the  church  ordinances. 

The  present  Board  of  Management  is  composed  of 
Messrs.  Walter  S.  Cowan,  chairman,  Donald  McMillan, 
John  Martin,  Archibald  McMillan,  \Vm.  Easton,  and 
James  Tennant.  Mr.  Donald  Stewart  is  secretary  of 
the  congregation.  -      ^ 
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//. — The  Service  of  Praise. 

The  first  precentor  who  led  the  praises  of  the  sanc- 
tuary by  appointment  was  Mr.  John  Thomson,  who 
led  in  ])oth  Gaelic  and  En«^lish  during  the  occupancy  of 
the  first  church,  and  for  a  time  in  the  second.  His  suc- 
cessor was  Mr.  John  McGregor,  who  also  led  in  both 
languages ;  then  Mr.  Robert  Stewart,  who  could  lead 
onl\'  in  the  English  services,  while  Mr.  Neil  Currie 
officiated  as  leader  of  praise  in  the  ancient  language. 
Mr.  Wm.  McCormick,  sen.,  began  to  lead  in  both 
languages  in  the  year  1864,  and  after  a  few  years  he 
was  relieved  of  the  English  by  Mr.  Alexander  Easton, 
who  had  an  excellent  voice,  Mr.  Alexander  Murchison, 
who  was  assisted  by  a  choir,  and  others  occasionally. 
Mr.  McCormick  continued  to  lead  in  Gaelic  until  a  few 
years  a^go,  and  when  nearly  nnsc^y  years  of  age  his  voice 
of  remarkable  sweetness  and  ;a>  wer  was  often  heard  in 
leading  the  ])raises  of  the  aged  worshippers  with  solemn 
and  patriarchal  impressiveness.  Such  a  sight  is  seldom 
\vitnessed,  and  when  once  seen  can  never  be  forgotten. 
Mr.  Wm.  McCormick,  jr.,  began  to  lead  in  the  English 
service  about  the  year  1870.  He  organized  a  choir, 
and  his  passion  for  music  made  it  a  pleasure  to  train 
them  with  great  ])roficiency.  They  ol)tained  consider- 
able prominence,  and  often  received  invitations  to 
provide  music  for  neighboring  church  entertainments. 
He  still  continues  to  lead  in  both  languages,  having 
been  precentor  for  nearly  30  years,  and  his  recenth^ 
organized  choir  gives  promise  of  a  good  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency.   The  present  members  are :

HI— The  Sahhnth  School. 

The  Sabbath  School  in  the  West  Church  was 
organized  many  years  ago  in  the  old  log  church,  when 
Mr.  Meldrum  was  the  pastor.  Mrs.  Neil  McPhatter, 
who  took  a  great  interest  in  the  school,  was  the  chief 
worker  and  was  Superintendent.  She  is  remembered 
still  as  a  remarkable  woman,  well  qualified  for  the 
position,  and  for  years  efficiently  conducted  the  Sabbath 
School  services.  Her  husband,  unaccustomed  to  yield 
to  any  man  in  religious  activity,  was  quite  satisfied  to 
take  a  second  place  with  becoming  meekness  in  the  Sab- 
l)ath  School,  in  presence  of  this  mother  in  Israel.  The 
perplexing  question  of  "Woman's  place  in  the  Church," 
seems  not  to  have  caused  any  trouble  then.  Perha  > 
they  had  not  then  reached,  as  we  have  now,  the  con- 
ception that  the  Sabbath  School  is  a  fundamental 
department  of  church  organization  with  important 
opportunities  for  Christian  activity.  Many  ladies  have 
been  very  efficient  and  successful  Sabbath  School  teach- 
ers and  officers,  and  no  doubt  many  of  them  would  be 
efficient  Superintendents  if  apj)ointed  to  this  high  and 
responsible  i)osition.  During  Mr.  McLean's  i)astorate, 
he  conducted  the  exercises  of  the  School  and  taught  the 
Bible    Classes.    In  the  year   18GG,   Mr.  Wm.  C.  Arm- 
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stroni^,  now  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Armstrong,  Ph.  D..  of 
Thessah)!!,  when  teaehin«i^  the  Crieft^  PubHe  Sehool,  took 
an  aetive  interest  in  the  Sabbath  Sehool  and  added 
mueh  to  its  prosperity-.  Mr.  John  Currie,  now  the  Rev. 
John  Currie,  of  Behnont,  w^as  also  a  prominent  worker 
in  the  Sabbath  Sehool  and  eontributed  mueli  to  its 
stieeess.  The  subsetpient  pastors  eontinued  to  take  an 
aetive  su])erYision  of  the  Sehool,  until  diu'inj^  the  pro- 
tracted vaeaney  preceding  the  ])resent  pastorate,  when 
Mr.  W.  M.  Kannawin,  who  was  the  teacher  in  the 
Public  Sehool,  nianif^'sted  a  great  interest  in  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  young  ])eo])le,  and  kept  the 
Sabbath  School  in  operation,  while  other  departments 
of  church  wH)rk  had  almost  ceased  to  exist.  Mr.  Kan- 
nawin continued  Superintendent  and  Bible  Class 
teacher,  until  he  left  the  section  to  pursue  his  studies  for 
the  ministry'  of  the  church.  His  successor  was  Mr.  John 
McAninch,  with  the  new  Public  School  teacher,  Mr. 
J.  M.  McDonald,  in  charge  of  the  Bible  Class.  Mr. 
McAninch  and  others  urged  Mr.  McDonald  to  l)e  Su])er- 
intendentas  well  as  Bible  Class  teacher  on  the  folk)  wing 
year.  He  yielded  to  their  ])ersuasion  and  continued  to 
act  until  the  termination  of  his  relationshi])  to  the 
section,  when  he  retired  to  prosecute  advanced  studies. 
Then  Mr.  John  Martin  was  called  to  superintend  the 
School  and  Mr.  James  Armstrong,  the  present  teacher 
of  the  Public  School,  on  manifesting,  like  his  predeces- 
sors, an  interest  in  religious  life,  was  invited  to  be  Bible 
Class  teacher.  At  the  re-organization  on  the  tbllowiiig 
vear,  Mr.  Armstrong  was  urged  by  Mr.  Martin  and 
others  to  accept  the  Superintcndency  of  the  School, 
and  also  continue  to  be  Bible  Class  teacher.  Mr.  Arm- 
strong could  not  see  his  way  clear  to    occupy    both 
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positions,  as  he  believed  that  the  best  interests  of  the 
Sehool  would  be  conserved  by  a  more  ecjiial  division  of 
res])onsibility,  but  was  willin<^  to  take  either  ])osition 
though  not  l)(>th.  The  Bible  Class  ex])ressed  their 
stronjLi^  desire  to  retain  him  and  their  re([uest  was 
granted.  Mr.  Martin  was  then  asked  to  continue 
Superintendent,  which  arrrin^ement  still  exists,  while  a 
gratifying  prosperity  and  very  ])leasing  harmony  pre- 
v£iils.  The  School  is  open  about  eight  months  of  the 
year,  and  for  the  winter  months  all  the  3'ounger  ones 
who  can  attend  the  Bible  Class.  The  present  staflf  are : 
Mr.  John  Martin,  Superintendent;  Mr.  Duncan  Mc- 
Allister, Secretary-Treasurer;  the  teachers  are  Messrs. 
James  Armstrong,  John  McAninch,  Walter  Cowan, 
Misses  Aggie  Grey,  Maggie  McPherson  and  Lizzie 
McAllister;  Organist,  Miss  Maggie  Cowan, and  Leader 
of  Singing,  Miss  Aggie  Martin.  The  number  of  scholars 
en  the  roll  this  year  is  85 ;  the  average  attendance  of 
scholars  is  48,  and  the  average  attendance  of  teachers 
and  officers  is  9. 

The  congregation  ap])reciate  very  highly  the  pro- 
nounced Christian  influence  of  the  recent  I*ublic  School 
teachers,  who  have  been  so  acti^^e  in  the  work  of  the 
Sabbath  school,  and  have  done  so  niuch,b\'  precept  and 
example,  in  the  formation  of  true  character  among  the 
young. 
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CHAPTER  XII. 

THE  JUBILEE  SERVICES. 

CHE  services  in  connection  with  the  o])servance  of 
the  GOth  Anniversarv  of  the  orii^anization  Ix'sj^an 
on  Sabbath,  the  18th  of  June.  The  Rev.  J.  K.  Smith, 
D.  D.,  whose  name  is  permanently  associated  w*  h 
Knox  Church,  Gait,  conducted  the  morning  se  ice  li. 
Duff's  Church  and  the  afternoon  service  in  Knox 
Chu'ch.  The  evening  service  in  Duff's  Church  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wardrope,  D.  D.,  who 
was  one  ot  the  first  niend)ers  of  the  congregation.  It 
was  peculiarly  ap})ro])riate  that  thCvSe  two  venerable 
Fathers,  enjoying  the  (juiet  evening  of  a  successful  day 
and  ende£ired  by  many  years  of  intimate  relationship 
with  the  congregations,  should  conduct  these  memor- 
able services.  There  were  very  large  congregations 
present,  many  from  a  distai;ce  visited  again  the  ])laces 
of  hallowed  memories;  and  many  words  read,  spoken, 
and  sung,  were  ex])rcssive  of  (rod's  great  goodness  for 
the  extended  period  of  mercies.  It  was  indeed  aday  of 
sacred  interest  to  the  iged  who  still  survive.  T'ond 
memory  seemed  to  call  bac'-  into  loving  fellowshij)  the 
sainted  dead,  whose  heroic  labors  their  grateful  suc- 
cessors will  continue  to  remem1)er.  Many  realized  in 
s]>ecial  powei  the  ties  that  distance  ne'er  cm  sever,  and 
thought  oflo't'd  ones  absent,  some  in  (.tlier  lands;  and 
as  the  imagination  crossed  o'er  hin  Is  and  se.'is,  hearts 
separated  seemed  again  to  be  united,    fellowship   pnro 
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and  sweet  -^r^    -mi.  and   the  spirits  of  the  dead   and 

livin<4-,  the  iVr  '  ^'-  »  -ar.  blended  together  around   one 

eomnion  throi^o  «        lessing.     The    next    Sal)])ath   the 

Rev.  K.  Atkinson,  of  East  Chureh,  Toronto,  conducted 

the  services,  and  in  able  and  elocjuent  sermons  referred 

in  ap])ropriate  terms  to  the  Jubilee,  congratulating  the 

con<zreu:ation  on  the  event ;  and  in  words  of  encourajjfe-  !' 

ment  he  exhorted  the  young  i)eo])le  to  put  forth  efforts 

for  the  church,  in  the  future,  as  their  fathers  had  done 

in  the  p"st.  Jl 

The  committee  of  arrangement  recommended  the  I 

observance  of  a  ''Children's  Day,"  that  the  young 
])co])le  might  have  a  prominent  ])art  in  commemor- 
ating so  great  an  event;  so  the  representatives  of  the 
Sabbath  Schools  reciuestcd  the  pastor  to  conduct  a 
special  service  for  "^he  young.  This  recjuest  he  gladly 
honored  on  the  thiid  Sal)l)ath;  and  tlie  many  young 
pe()])le  who  attended  will  not  soon  forget  the  part 
they  had  in  services  so  special,  so  interesting,  and  so 
])rohtable.  .         \\ 

On  Friday  afternoon,  the  28rd  of  June,  a  platf[)rm  i 

service  was  held  in  Duff's  church.  Tae  chvu-ch  was 
bcaut'^'ully  decorated  for  the  occasion.     The  pastor  ])re-  j' 

sided  ;  devotional  exerciser     full  of  thankfidness  for  the  j 

blessings  of  the  past,  and  of  earnest  petitions  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  bless  tgs  for  the  fut'-e,  were  cimductcd.  A 
short  history  oi  he  congreg<'«  >n  was  then  given  by 
the  chairman,  and  kindly  addresses  of  interesting 
reminiscences  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  \Vardroi}e, 
Mr.  James  Laidlaw,  ex-M.IM'.,  Mr.  James  Anderson, 
the  Laird  of  I'uslinch,  Lt.-Col.  D.  McCrae,  once  a  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation,  representing   the   Dresbytery; 
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Rev.  p.  J.  McLaren,  one  of  Piislinch's  worthy  sons ;  Mr. 
Peter  McLaren,  the  honored  teacher,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Couch,  Methodist  minister,  of  Aberfoyle.  Loving  tri- 
butes were  spoken  of  jdl  the  ministers  connected  with 
the  congregation  for  60  years.  The  presence  of  Mrs. 
Meldrum,  widow  of  the  first  minister,  was  referred  to 
with  S3'mpathetic  tenderness.  It  was  stated  that  Miss 
Kate  A.  McLean,  daughter  of  the  second  minister,  had 
come  to  Canada  on  a  visit,  and  though  unable  to  be 
present  that  da\',  would  visit  Puslinch  in  a  short  time. 
It  may  here  be  recorded  that  the  anticipated  visit  was 
soon  realized,  and  a  considerable  number,  accepting  a 
pulpit  invitation  to  attend  a  rece])tion  at  the  Manse, 
had  the  privilege  of  spending  a  few  hours  witii  tlie 
interesting  visitor.  Miss  McLean's  portrait  appears  in 
the  group  at  the  Manse,  which  is  representative  of  five 
ministers.  The  names  of  many  who  have  passed  away 
and  of  some  who  still  survive  were  also  menti(med  with 
reverential  remembrance.  An  excellent  ])rogramnie  of 
appropriate  music  was  well  rendered  by  the  choir. 
Reasons  for  absence  were  received  irom  the  Revs.  Dr. 
McKay,  Dr.  Torrance,  Mr.  Strachan,  Major  Mutric, 
M.  P.  P.,  Lt.-Col.  Nicoll,  and  others,  and  congratula- 
tory messages  from  many  friends  at  a  distance. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  impressive  service,  the 
people  were  arranged  outside,  where  a  photogra])h  of 
the  church  and  congregation  was  taken  by  Mr.  Charles 
Burgess,  for  incor])orati()n  in  the  volume.  An  adjourn- 
ment was  then  made  to  the  Manse  grounds,  which  were 
beautifully  attractive.  The  early  evening  hours  were 
devoted  to  a  social  tea.  The  ladies  contributed  an 
ample  sup])ly  of  choice  provisions,  and  with  perfect 
arrangement  royally    entertained    the  great  numbers 
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that  gathered  from  far  and  near.  Mrs.  Robertson's 
Jubilee  eake  was  a  special  feature,  and  by  means  of  it 
man}' of  the  aged,  unable  to  be  present,  realized  they 
were  not  forgotten.  The  programme  of  the  evening 
was  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  pastor  was  chair- 
man ;  the  choir,  in  solos,  duets,  (|uartettes  and  choruses, 
delighted  the  audience ;  soloists  from  Waterdown,  and 
a  local  orchestra,  were  much  t'lppreciated  ;  elocutionists 
from  Guelph  increased  the  interest ;  and  addresses,  elo-  t 

quent,  instructive,  humorous,  pathetic,  all  appro])riate,  f 

were  given  by  the   Revs.  J  as.  JVI.   McLaren,   R.  J.   M.  | 

Glassford,  representing  the  Presbytery;  Lt.-Col.  D.  Mc-  f 

Crae,  Mr.  Hugh  Guthrie,  and  Dr.Jas.  Stirton ;  and  thus 
concluded  the  exercises  of  an  eventful  day. 

On  Tuesday,  the  4th  of  July,  the  concluding  services 
in  connection  with  the  Jubilee,  were  observed  at  Knox 
Church,  West  Puslinch.  In  the  afternoon,  a  picnic  was 
held  in  the  grove  near  the  church  and  arrangements 
made,  chiefly  for  the  entertainment  of  the  yoimg,  whose 
interests  were  s])ecially  considered ;  and  their  large 
attendance  and  apparent  enjoyment  revealed  an  appre- 
ciation of  such  thoughtfulncss.  The  ladies  as  tisual 
contributed  an  abundance  of  good  things,  and  all  par- 
taking revealed  a  state  of  normal  healthfulness.  Just 
before  sunset,  all  repaired  to  the  church,  where  Mr. 
Burgess,  on  invitation,  was  read}-  to  take  the  ha])py 
expressions  of  "fair  w^omen  and  brave  men."  They 
were  arranged  in  proper  order  beside  their  place  of 
worship ;  anti  the  picture  of  the  church  and  people  is 
preserved  on  an  interesting  page,  as  a  memento  of  the 
occasion. 

The  evening    meeting    in    the    church,   which   was 
charm ingl}'    decorated,  was    a    most    important    one. 
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Although  therie  had  been  no  speeial  advertisement,  yet 
the  ehurch  was  filled  to  its  utmost  ea])acity ;  and 
young  and  old  soon  felt  the  solemn  impressiveness  of 
the  hour.  The  Pastor  presided,  and  after  devotional 
exereivses,  the  Kev.  Dr.  Wardrope  gave  an  address.  He, 
who  had  known  Puslinch  for  ()5  years,  took  the  audi- 
enee  in  retrosi)ective  vision  to  the  earliest  days,  and 
they  eould  almost  hear  the  wolves  and  other  denizens 
of  primeval  forest;  they  almost  suffered  the  hardships 
of  pioneer  life,  or  got  lost  with  him  amid  the  uncertain 
blazes  that  sometimes  bewildered  travellers.  The 
religious  life  of  more  than  half  a  centur\'  was  also 
traced,  and  memories  of  other  djL\'s  acknowledged  the 
G(K)d  Shepherd's  constant  care.  He  exhorted  all  to 
renewed  c(msecrati(;n,  and  ho])ed  the  services  now  clos- 
ing would  cement  the  two  congregations  in  increasing 
fellowship,  progressive  activity  and  abiding  ])r()speritv. 

The  Rev.  A.  Blair  spoke  of  his  relationshi])  to  them. 
He  was  born  in  the  congregation,  ba])tize(l  there,  and 
though  leaving  in  early  life  had  retaincJ  an  interest  in 
them.  He  referred  sympathetically  to  the  ministers  of 
the  congregation  and  recalled  ])rofitable  reminiscences. 
He  then  spoke  of  the  strong  theology  and  vigorous 
religicm  of  a  former  generation;  and  while  acknow- 
ledging the  glory  of  the  progressive  age,  which  is 
closing  the  century,  and  inspiring  the  young  to  efforts 
worthy  of  their  privileges,  he  reminded  them  that  they 
should  revere  the  memor\' of  their  fathers  and  that  they 
could  learn  nnich  from  their  wholesome  Christianity. 

Mr.  Allan  Stewart,  Warden  of  the  County  of  Wel- 
lingtcm,  of  whom  the  congregation  is  justly  proud,  was 
next  called  u])()n.     He  spoke  as  a  worthy  re])resentative
